6is for the better'

Consumers and businessmen will 


not be financially hurt by the $50 tax 
rebate plan scrapped Thursday by 
President Carter, say area econo- 
mists, 
stockbrokers, 
bankers and 


retailers. 


"It's a move for the better," said 


Robert Genetski, economist for Harris 
Bank, Chicago. "The rebate would 
have been a very small difference." 


The rebate plan as a stimulus for 


the U.S. economy "doesn't 
make 


sense," Genetski said. 


CARTER ANNOUNCED Thursday 


that political and economic consid- 
erations prompted him not to seek the 
$SO per person rebate plan in Con- 
gress. Carter said he also was with- 
drawing his request for a $2.5 billion 
investment tax credit. 


One step the President could take to 


boost the economy would be a cutback 
in the growth of the nation's money 
supply, the Harris economist said. 
This could make a big difference in 
the cost of living in two years, he 
said. 


Genetski said Carter's economic 


talk today will probably include "win- 
dow dressing" such as productivity 
and government deregulation pro- 
grams. 


"I never put a lot of stock into It," 


said Buffalo Grove National Bank 
president Michael Speziale of the re- 
bate proposal. "As a banker, I don't 
think it would have much impact." 


Consunmers would not have spent 


the extra $50 on goods and services, 
which would have done the most good 
for the economy, Speziale said. 


"As a consumer, I don't think the

"VERY DEFINITELY, the reaction 


is favorable on Wall Street to the re- 
bate being scrapped," said Thomas R. 
Jordan Jr., assistant vice president of 
Blunt, Ellis & Simmons, Inc., in- 
vestment firm. Jordan, based at the 
company's offices at 1701 E. Wood- 
field Road, Schaumburg, said Thurs- 
day "anything that's geared to stop- 
ping inflation is generally good for the 
market. The consensus on Wall Street 
is that the rebate would have been in- 
flationary." 


Jordan said New York Stock Ex- 


change trading volume was heavy 
Thursday, and the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average has gained nearly 33 
points in the past five days. The Dow 
Jones average Thursday closed at 947, 
an 8.82 point gain from Wednesday's 
figure. 


James Lutz, executive vice presi- 


dent of merchandising for the Chi- 
cago-based Montgomery Ward retail 
chain, said Thursday that consumers 
will not be hurt by the rebate plan's 
demise. "We expect it will have no 
effect on retail sales," he said. 


President Carter, admitting politi- 


cal considerations were also a factor, 
withdrew his $50 tax rebate proposal 
Thursday on grounds the improving 
economy no longer needs the stimu- 
lus. In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced -the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides. 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of a political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off because I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis,, called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday, 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor in his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package.

Elderly show no anger

In the past two years, Leo Haske of 


Elk Grove Village has suffered a bro- 
ken neck, a heart attack and hard- 
ening of the arteries.

"I've been in pretty near every hos- 


pital in the area," said the 71-year-old 
retiree. "And each time it costs you 
money. Insurance doesn't pay for ev- 
erything." 


Haske and his wife May live on So- 


cial Security. They say they really 
could have used the $50 tax rebate 
President Carter was expected to give 
then decided not to grant. 


"I THINK IT was very poor of him 


to do that," Haske snd. 


Besides having to spend their own 


money for specialist's and hospitals, 
the Haskes pay a great deal for medi- 
cine. "He takes nine pills a day," 
Mrs. Haske said. 


But the Haskes, like many of their 


neighbors in the Village Grove Apart- 
ments for the elderly, are not angry 
or bitter because Carter changed his 
mind. 


"He can't do everything he wants 


to," Mrs. Haske said. "He has to 
work with the Senate and the Con- 
gress." 


"You 
have to give the man a 


chance," said Hask?, who voted for 
Ford. 


EDITH A. REGAN, 68, says she is 


not at all disappointed with Carter's 
decision. "Oh, no, I don't feel bad 
about it. Fifty dollars — what can you 
do with that?" 


Mrs. Regan, a widow of 10 years, 


lives with her twin sister at Village 
Grove. They live on Social Security 
"and a little interest from the bank." 
They pay $185 a month for rent and 
most of the rest goes toward the 
phone bill, electricity and Mrs. Re- 
gan's car. "We have very little left 
over for amusements,"'she said. 


But Mrs. Regan feels the money 


could go to better use. "Fifty dollars 
is not a lot of money, but if you put it 
all together it is, and you could do 
something for the unemployed and the 
young people," she said. 


Some people really need the $50, she 


said, but not her or her sister. 


"WE ECONOMIZE," she said. "We 


don't take any trips or go to any 
shows or anything like that." 


Florence Maday, a retired woman 


who lives alone at Village Grove, said 
she did not expect the rebate because 
"you never know wnat they're going 
to do." 


"I really don't think anyone had 


their heart set on it." she said.

A 
full interchange 
at Arlington 


Heights Road and the Northwest Toll- 
way is needed to spur industrial 
growth in the area, according to a 
survey of local industries conducted 
by the Arlington Heights Planning 
Dept. and the Arlington Heights 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The interchange at the south end of 


the village now allows only westbound 
traffic to exit and eastbound motorists 
to enter the tollway. 


The chamber of commerce and the 


Elk Grove Assn. of Industry and Com- 
merce are now forming a committee 
to lobby for a complete access inter- 
change. Letters have been sent to lo- 
cal legislators, urging their coopera- 
tion, Earl Johnson, executive secre- 
tary of the chamber, said Thursday. 


"The tollway commission has in- 


dicated projects like these are very 
low on their priority list with more- 
priority being given to maintenance of 
the existing tollway system," John- 
son said. 


"Our job is to get them to change 


their priorities. We know it will be 
four or five years before anything will 
be done, but we've got to start some- 
time," he said. 


JOHNSON SPECULATED that ef- 


forts to get the full interchange may 
be helped by the fact that land needed, 
for the project already has been ac- 
quired. 


Plans for the full interchange were 


considered in 1973 when construction 
of the Chicago-O'Hare International 
Trade Center was planned for a site 
at the southeast corner of the inter- 
change. 


Tollway officials said if the center 


were built and traffic increased they 
would consider completing the inter- 
change. The center, however, was not 
built. 


Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 


Village officials believe the full inter- 
change is needed because of the large 
number of workers living west of the 
area who now are forced to exit fur- 
ther west at El. Rte. 53. There are no 
eastbound exits on the tollway be- 
tween 111. Rte. 53 and the Tri-State 
Tollway. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights industry 


survey, answered by 88 firms, found 
that 48 firms are considering ex- 
panding. However, lack of space to 
expand, as well as high taxes, are the 
main reasons some industries in Ar- 
lington Heights have considered relo- 
cating. 


"It seems like we're doing a good 


job, but I'm afraid we're running out 
of land. This survey shows that if 
more land is not made available for 
industry, we're going to lose them," 
Joseph Kesler, village planner, said. 


"One comment made was that we 


should get more industry in here to 
get tho taxes down," Johnson said. 


"I agree that Arlington Heights 


hasn't gotten its share of industrial 
growth as compared to some neigh- 
boring areas," he said. "The number 
one reason for that, I think, is that the 
attitude of Arlington Heights has been 
that we want to maintain this as a 
residential community. People would 
rather pay an extra $100 a year in 
taxes if necessary to maintain the vil- 
lage in its present status," Johnson 
said. 


Johnson said he was surprised only 


three firms complained about garbage 
service, which has been criticized in 


. the past by many businesses. 


"There were a few isolated cases 


where people felt the village's attitude 
toward garbage collection was not 
good. Their attitude was that busi- 
nesses should be able to buy the best 
garbage service available to them. 
But if the problem is as bad as some 
people say it is, I would think more 
than three would have said some- 
thing," Johnson said.

Pardon sought for Booth's doctor 


SAGINAW, Mich. (UPI)-A physi- 


cian whose grandfather was sent to 
prison on a malaria-infected island for 
treating the broken foot of John Wil- 
kes Booth wants Congress to vindicate 
his ancestor. 


Dr. Richard Mudd, 76, has in his 


home more than 500 books and more 
than a million clippings, documents 
and pieces of correspondence dedi- 
cated to one cause: getting the facts 
straight and clearing the name of his 
grandfather, Dr. Samuel Mudd. 


Samuel Mudd was a young country 


doctor who played 'the violin, read 
Latin and Greek and heard someone 


pounding on the front door of his 
Maryland home 112 years ago. 


NOT KNOWING the consequences 


— which would make the name Mudd 
synonymous with shame — the doctor 
opened the door. Outside stood John 
Wilkes Booth. Unknown to the doctor, 
President Abraham Lincoln lay dying 
from a bullet fired by Booth the night 
before — on April 14,1865. 


Mudd said Booth's companion told 


his grandfather that Booth had been 
hurt when his horse fell. Booth used 
the name' "Tyler," wore fake whis- 
kers and was wrapped in a shawl. 
Mudd set Booth's broken ankle with 
splints. 


For this act, Mudd was arrested, 


tried as a conspirator in the assassi- 
nation, convicted and sentenced to life 
in prison in Ft. Jefferson, on Garden 
Key in the Dry Tortugas. He was 
eventually freed but died, at age 49. 


RICHARD MUDD learned the story 


of his grandfather from his aunt, Net- 
tie Mudd Monroe, who published a bi- 
ography of Dr. Samuel Mudd in 1906. 


MUDD SAID there were many er- 


rors in his grandfather's trial and he 
feels the doctor was persecuted. 


He said Samuel Mudd had no way 


of knowing when he treated Booth 
that Lincoln had been shot and that he 


should not have been given a military 
trial because he was not in the mill-' 
tary. 


Last year, Mudd spoke to almost 


3,000 people about his grandfather's 
innocence. He has "Free Dr. Mudd" 
T-shirts and buttons and bumper sti- 
ckers. 


He has taken his grandfather's case 


to congressmen and senators. He 
wants both houses of Congress to pass 
resolutions saying that Mudd was in- 
nocent, and he wants the President to 
sign them. 


It won't be exoneration, Richard 


Mudd said, but, "It will be enough."

Origer,, Maryville 
sue brokerage firm 


A wealthy suburban builder and Maryville Academy, Des 


Plauies, have filed suit in U.S. District Court charging a broker- 
age firm with using deceptive measures to induce sales of 01- 
ympia Brewing Co. stock. Thomas J. Origer, a Des Plaines builder 
and former owner of the defunct Chicago Fire football team, and 
Maryville Academy, a Des Plaines home for wards of the state, 
filed suit Monday against Loeb, Rhoadcs & Co., a New York City- 
based brokerage firm with offices in Chicago. The suit was not 
reported until midweek. 


The suit charges the firm used "manipulative, deceptive and 


fraudulent devices, schemes, artifices and contrivances to encour- 
age salts in the beer company's stock." The suit charges the 
brokerage firm with making a misleading and untrue statement 
when it said Olympia's stock value was likely to rise because the 
Tumwater. Wash., firm would be acquired by another company at 
a higher price. 


Loeb. Rhoades and Co. also allegedly failed to disclose that it 


was trading in Olympia stock to its own "financial advantage," 
the suit said. Maryville Academy purchased 7,200 shares of the 
stock for $339,250 from December 1976 through March 1977. Origer 
bought 61,000 shares for $3.2 million from last September through 
March. Both have suffered "substantial losses," the suit said.

T h e tavern's patrons 
were 


crowded close and silent around a 
large circle on the floor, eyes in- 
tent on an overturned bucket set 
in the center.

"On your mark . . . " 
A young man grabbed the sides 


of the bucket. 


"Get set. . ." 
"Come 
on," 
someone 
whis- 


pered. 


"Go!" 
SUDDENLY the 
bucket was 


gone and turtles were trotting 
wildly 
about 
the 
circle. The 


spectators screamed and leaned 
and waved their arms. 


"Over here. Over here." A man 


in a leather jacket pleaded, as the 
turtle of his concern sat con- 
tentedly in the middle of the 
circle. 


Before he had a chance to beck- 


on a second time, another turtle 
jogged across the circle's outer 
edge. 


"We've got a winner!" a voice 


barked through a microphone. "A 
new record — 7.7 seconds!" 


A Wheeling woman stepped for- 


ward to accept a free pitcher of 


beer and the crowd wandered 
back to their tables to chatter 
about work and weather and the 
girl across the room. 


IN 
A SUBURBIA brimming 


with dart bars, disco bars and 
pool bars, the Big Kumquat, 1307 
Rand 
Rd., 
Prospect 
Heights, 


stands out as the one and only 
turtle bar. 


Every Wednesday night, groups 


of three and four claim one of the 
24 house turtles for their table. 
The turtles race at 10 p.m., ac- 
companied by the constant banter 
of a jockey-capped announcer. 


CHEERING those turtles. 
Patrons of the Big 


Kumquat, a Prospect Heights bar, shout en- 
couragement to two of the reptiles which are 
raced 
each Wednesday 
evening. Manager 


Greg Shutt, left, picks up a bucket — the 
starting gate — and the race is on. The turtles 
are bred for racing. 


"If 
you're betting on these 


races, keep it under the table, 
folks. Keep your eye on the tails. 
Tail movement is very important 
in racing," he jokes with tte 
crowd. 


Prizes range from free beer to 


T-shirts to stuffed animals. 


Turtle racing was the result of 


brainstorming by Kumquat own- 
ers and Greg Shutt. manager. 


"We used to play 'Let's Make a 


Deal.' We did that for a year and 
it was really popular. But like ev- 
erything, 
it died off after 
a 


while," Shutt said. 


THEY HEARD turtle 
racing 


was big business in bars on the 
West Coast and decided to give it 
a try out here, he said. They 
staged the fii'st race three weeks 
ago, and the races are growing in 
popularity quickly, Shutt said. 


The turtles were flown 
from 


Louisiana and Florida, although 
the announcer swears they ran all 
the way here. 


The turtles are red-head sliders, 


a breed especially good for rac- 
ing, Shutt said. The turtles, which 
range from four to six inches wide, 
live a life of luxury in the back- 
room of the Kumquat. 


They lounge in spacious heated 


pools under sunlamps. The water 
is stocked with minnows, a favor- 
ite turtle dish,'' Shutt said. 


Racing turtles are not trained,

than 300 votes. 


The source said only about 3,200 of 


the 9,000 eligible butchers voted in the 
mail referendum with 1,793 favoring 
the measure and 1,478 opposing it. 


The vote was surprising in view of 


the vocal opposition by the butchers 
in the past. In 1972 an identical pro- 
posal was rejected by a 4-1 margin. 


Acting Mayor Michael Bilandic used 


the meat sales ban as a major cam- 
paign issue to show his ability to deal 
with the Chicago labor unions. He 
said he would not comment on the 
vote until he sees the official results. 
After three bargaining sessions at 
City Hall, the union agreed April 11 to 
submit the proposal to the union 
members. 


An agreement reached ' with five 


major supermarket chains requires 
the stores to have a butcher on duty 
and paid overtime to sell meat after 6 
p.m. The agreement is scheduled to 
go into effect Monday, the day before 
the Chicago mayoral primary elec- 
tion, and affects the Jewel, A&P, Do- 
minick's, Hillman's and Kohl's food 
chains.

Firm told to halt 
Svarranty checks' 


Judge Raymond K. Berg of Cook County Circuit Court 


ordered a Chicago furnace repair company Thursday to stop solic- 
iting customers for "warranty chpcks" of their furnaces. Robert 
L. White, the owner of J&B Heating and Cooling, allegedly used a 
warranty check card to meet an 80-year-old woman and then 
swindle her out of more than $25,000 for unnecessary furnace re- 
pairs. The Illinois Attorney General's office filed the suit Wednes- 
day, charging that White used the warranty check card mailed to 
Ester Neproszatis to introduce himself. It also said he told her that 
the soot in her furnace could kill her if she did not have it fixed. 


Allegedly on nine occasions, White made repairs on the furnace 


and then took her to the bank so she could pay the bills. The suit 
said that Mrs. Neproszatis is senile and was unable to understand 
the situation. Berg ordered White not to use mail solicitation and 
not to move any of his savings accounts. Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Donald G. Mulack said criminal fraud charges may be filed 
against White. 


Dog kills boy, 5, near Lemoiil 


A 5-yeai'-old boy was mauled to death by a St. Bernard dog 


Thursday near Lemont. A spokesman for the DuPage County Sher- 
iff's Police Dept. said Matthew Week, son of Mr. and Mrs. Nor- 
man Week of Lemont, had been playing with five other children in 
an abandoned building near his home. Police said the boy appar- 
ently wpndered near the dog, chained about six yards from the 
building, and the dog grabbed him by the neck, biting his face and 
head. A Lemont fire ambulance took the boy to a Joliet hospital, 
where he was pronounced dead on arrival. 


Commuter lax break proposed 


A plan to allow federal tax deductions for commuters who use 


public transportation was proposed Tnursday by Milton Pikarsky, 
chairman of the Regional Transportation Authority. Pikarsky said 
he had forwarded the proposal in a letter to President Carter and 
asked him to include it in his national energy program. Pikarsky 
is a member of the Transportation Advisory Committee to the 
Federal Energy Administration. 


Under the proposal, corporations and individuals would be 


allowed to deduct the costs of their puhlic transportation by bus or 
rapid transit between their work and home. Pikarsky said the pro- 
posal could mean a tax break of '528 to $250 a year for individuals 
and thousands of dollars for corporations which subsidize their 
employes' use of public transportation. 


AI least 1 killed in explosion 


A propane tank at the Union Oil Co. in Romeoville exploded 


Thursday. Police said "one or two burned bodies" were found in 
the rubble. Four persons, includjng three firemen, were reported 
injured, a police dispatcher said. Jack Mortenson, refinery man- 
ager, said the fire began in an area where butane fuels are loaded 
onto railroad cars on the Santa Fe tracks. 


Stores selling old grass seed 


A majority of Chicago-area stores checked by the state are sell- 


ing out-of-date grass seed, Murve Harpster, an inspection super- 
intendent for the Illinois Dept. of Agriculture, said Thursday. 
Harpster said persons buying grass seed should check to make 
sure it was tested for germinrtion rate within the past nine 
months. The department has found some stores selling seed as 
much as 5 years old, he said. "Grass seed sells for more than $3 a 
pound, about as much as a good steak," Harpster said. "It only 
makes sense to check the label to insure that the product is worth 
the price it's being sold for."

Carter gas tax kills 
state plan: Pierce 


The anticipated federal gas tax increase will knock out the possi- 


bility of a similar increase in the 7'h cenrs per gallon state gas tax 
this year, the chairman of the Illinois House Revenue Committee 
said. State Rep. Daniel Pierce, D-Highland Park, who heads the 
committee reviewing several gas tax increase bills, said the pre- 
view of Carter's energy message will have an impact on state 
action. Pierce, who represents portions of Buffalo Grove and 
Wheeling, said state officials may ba unwilling to tack on another 
price increase for consumers in the wake of the anticipated feder- 
al gas tax increase. "This pretty much knocks out any chance of 
the state gas tax increase being approved this session," Pierce 
said. Any gas tax legislation would have to clear Pierce's com- 
mittee before going to the full house. In the Senate, State Sen. 
Richard Walsh, R-River Forest, said he remains opposed to any 
tax increase, but agreed the federal action could foreclose a state 
gas tax increase.

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Got a sick plant? This Doc makes house calls

The young doctor's eyebrows fur- 


rowed a-i he bent over the limp, al- 
most lifeless green form in his hands. 


"Oh, the poor little guy," he said 


sadly. 


He gently touched the scraggly 


stem, studying the soil, the roots, the 
leaves. 


Finally he looked up. 
"There's hope. But first of all, it's 


in too large a pot for the size of the 
plant. And there is some evidence of 
fungus disease," 


The prescription? A smaller pot, 


filled with sterilized soil and set in a 
suacer of stones and water. 


DOUGLAS WHALEN, 24, calls him- 


self a plant doctor. As manager of the 
Mount Prospect Park District Friend- 
ship Park Conservaory, 395 Algon- 
quin Rd., he will begin making house 
Calls May 3 to diagnose and treat sick 
plants 


Whalcn's greenhouse medical train- 


ing was at Iowa State University, 
Ames, where he earned a bachelor's 
degree in horticulture. 


Many people have called with house 


plant problems in the year Whalen 
has directed the conservatory. An ac- 
curate diagnosis of a plant's health is 
difficult. Whalen sai'l, unless he can 
see the sunlight and environmental 
situation. 


"I decided why not make house 


calls. Then I thought 'Ah, doctors 
make house calls, so why not be the 
plant ductor?' " he said. 


"It's a good way to meet people and 


to spread around the name of the con- 
servatory." 


IT MAY BE AS difficult to get an 


appointment with the plant doctor as 
any other doctor in the Northwest 
suburbs. He already is booked for his 
first two visitation da>s, May 3 and 7. 


He can handle only four "patients" 


a day, because he is responsible for 
60,000 square feet of plants in the 
greenhouse and the other plants in the 
district's 22 parks. He also teaches 
two classes a week at the con- 
servatory, one on vegetable gardening 
and another on house plants. 


Whalen said he believes the key to 


successful gardening is "to think like 
a plant." And thinking like a plant be- 
comes easy for a porson who works 
with thousands of them all day long 
and sleeps next door to them at night. 
Whaten lives in a white-frame house 
adjacent to the greenhouse. 


"I think my plants get tired of me 


after a day with them. I come back at 
night and I know they think, 'Oh-look 
who's back.' " he laughed. 


"I DON'T TALK to them because I 


have too many of them," he said, ad- 


ding he yells a little when a plant is 
not growing. 


"I run a tight greenhouse here. If 


they don't grow, they're out," 


Plants are receptive to personal at- 


tention, Whalen said. 


"They respond so well to a little 


care, 
like removing dead leaves, 


cleaning them up," he said. "I try to 
anticipate their problems." 


The most common problem with 


laymen's house plants is over-water- 
ing, Whalen said, adding proper wa- 
tering judgement comes with ex- 
pertise and patience. 


THIS TIME of year is the most cru- 


cial for house plants, he said. If plants 
were neglected during the dry winter 
months, they are at the limits of their 
strength. 


"That's why I suggested people take 


their house plants out and put them in 
a shady spot," he said. "There's noth- 
ing like a vacation outdoors to perk 
up a limp house plant," 


The popularity of house plants and 


home gardens reflects a return to the 
simpler, cheaper way of life, he said. 


"People are getting tired of the no 


deposit, no return society we live in. 
They want to have something they 
can do for themselves, they can take 
care of,'1 he said. 


"People are more aware of ecology 


today and they want to get involved in 
it. One of the best ways to get in- 
volved is in home gaidens." 


GROWING HOME vegetables, then 


canning or pickling them, can save 
the average household $700 per year, 
he said. 


Plant colors and textures are aes- 


thetic and sensual, Whalen said. 


"Working with plants is a very sen- 


sual experience," he said. "Just by 
brushing against them, some emit a 
fragrance that I find very sensual," 


Whalen strolled among the plants in 


a green T-shirt with a tree stamped 
on it. About 10,000 of the pottings will 
soon grace the gardens of Mount 
Prospect parks. Occasionally he pick- 
ed one up or poked at the leaves. 


"Actually I'm basically a people 


person," he said. "Plants are a 
catalyst that allow me to contact a lot 
of people in helping them with their 
gardens and their plants."

10,000 fans flee 
racetrack blaze 


Fire swept through the clubhouse of the Garden State racetrack 


In New Jersey duri.ig the daily racing program Thursday, forcing 
about 10.000 fans to flee. At least five persons were reported hospi- 
talized. Horses were said to be in no danger as the blaze was moved 
away from the stable area. 


Fire officials said the blaze broke out in the ornate clubhouse of 


the racetrack about 4:15 p.m., following the sixth race, and imme- 
diately engulfed the two-story structure. Many spectators, their 
way to the parking lots blocked by fire engines and other equip- 
ment, took refuge in hotels near the racetrack. 


Weather eyed in Southern crash 


The chief investigator of a Southern Airways DC9 crash that 


took 70 lives April 4 said Thursday the probe is slowly approaching 
a single mystery — why Flight 242 entered a "well-documented 
area" of severe weather. "The biggest question in our investigation 
right now is ... how the Southern flight was allowed to get into a 
weather system that had given good evidence of severe weather," 
said Rudy Kapustin, chief investigator for the National Trans- 
portation Safety Board. 


"He (the pilot) had on-board weather radar. We have deter- 


mined that it was working, but how well we don't know yet. "It's 
pretty obvious that the crew was not fully aware of the severity of 
the cell they were going through," Kapustin said. Kapustin said 
ground controllers also had radar but their radar systems were 
not designed to show weather sy^ems as distinctly as the air- 
craft's own instruments. 


Army tank ammo defective 


The Army has determined that about, 7 per cent of its 105 mil- 


limeter anti-tank ammunition is defective as are portions of sup- 
plies it sold Israel and 12 other foreign countries, a Defense De- 
partment spokesman said Thursday. Spokesmen said three tynes 
of ammunition used by most of the Army's M60 battle tanks were 
affected by the defects, which involve erratic flight and, in some 
rases, premature bursts shortly after the shell leaves the gun 
barrel. No deaths or injuries have been caused in training with the 
defective ammunition. 


Carter addresses OAS 


Spelling out his "new approach" to Good Neighbor policy, Presi- 


dent Carter said Thursday the United States will favor those na- 
tions that respect human rights and democracy in Latin America 
— whei-e military regimes are in tl'e majority. The statement 
drew no applause from envoys of the Organization of American 
States, assembled at the Pan American Union to hear Carter's 
first ma'or policy speech on inter-American relations. 


He also pledged the United States would work with Panama to 


establish "a neutral canal" open to everyone, would seek im- 
proved relations with Cuba and would respect the "individuality 
and sovureignty of each Latin American and Caribbean nation. We 
will not act abroad in ways that we would not tolerate at home," 
the President said. The diplomats gave him standing ovations 
before and after his 23-minute speech, and light applause when he 
promised to seek U.S. ratification of a hemispheric human rights 
convention and a treaty banning nuclear weapons from Latin 
America.

2 Israelis try 'shock anew' 


Two Israelis, both wearing yellow Stars of David and one armed 


with a revolver, Thursday marked a memorial day for the six 
million Jews killed by the Nazis by seizing part of the West Ger- 
man Embassy in Tel Aviv to protest Bonn's handling of war crimi- 
nals. The two men surrendered themselves and the'revolver, its 
clip held separately, to plainclothes police after nearly six hours of 
occupying two empty offices on the second floor of the embassy's 
four-story chancery building. They made no attempt to seize hos- 
tages and no injuries were reported. "The time has come to sock 
them anew," said Andre Kalchinski, 40, as he was led peaceably 
from the building with his companion, Heu-y Toronchick, 34. 


Cuba to abide with anti-hijack 


Cuba will continue to abide by th? terms of its anti-hijacking 


treaty with the United-States after its expiration Priday, diplomatic' 
sources said Thursday. President Fidel Castro reportedly told Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D., last week that Cuba would not renew 
the trerty. However, the sources said Castro privately told 
McGovern that Havana would continue to honor its terms for the 
time being. "Cuba will give assurances that the terms of the 
treaty will be maintained after April 15th and be subject to future 
negotiations," said the sources. "This might have been done al- 
ready." 


Court charges wife of Rabin

A district court Thursday formally charged the wife of Prime 


Minister Yitzhak Rabin of keeping $21.000 in an illegal U.S. bank 
account but judicial sources said she would likely be given lenien- 
cy. At the same time government sources said Rabin, 55, will take 
an extended leave of absence from office immediately after Inde- 
pendence Day celebrations April 21.

Today's college students are 
politically middle-road 


Their elders may be surprised to learn 


that today's college students are not as radi- 
cal in their views as they have supposed. 
One survey investigating the attitudes of 
1976-77 freshmen reveals that over half (56%) 
have middle-of-the-road political views. One- 
fourth (25.6%) consider themselves politically 
liberal, and one of almost every seven (15.2%) 
conservative. Only 2.6% are "far left" and 
only 1 % "far right." 


Another survey of 25,000 undergraduate 


students, 25,000 graduate students, and 
25,000 faculty members showed that the pro- 
portion of undergraduates who classify them- 
selves as either "left" or "liberal" fell from 44% in 1965 to 35% in 
1975. The percentages remained constant at 43% for graduate stu- 
dents and 41 % for faculty members between the two surveys. 


The same survey, reported by the Carnegie Council on Policy 


Studies in Higher Education, revealed that the proportions of all 
groups who agreed "strongly" or "with reservations" that "I believe 
in a God who judges men" remained fairly constant in the 1965- 
1975 comparisons, with over three of every five in each category 
responding affirmatively. 


Entering freshmen in the survey published by UCLA and the 


American Council on Education believe women should have job 
equality (92%), the government isn't controlling pollution (82.4%), 
the wealthy should pay a larger share of taxes (76.2%), the same 
degree standards should be used for all (76.7%), courts are too 
concerned with the rights of criminals (59.7%), and grading in high 
school is too easy (57.7%). 


Objectives considered essential or very important by the majority 


of freshmen include becoming an authority in a field (70.1%), 
helping others in difficulty (63.1%), developing a philosophy of life 
(60.8%), raising a family (57.2%), and being very well off financially 
(53.1 %). 


Financing their college education was a "major concern" or "of 


some concern" of two-thirds of this year's freshmen (64.9%). The 
parental income of over half of the freshmen (54.1 %) ranged be- 
tween $10,000 and $25,000. One-fifth of the families (21.6%) had 
incomes under $10,000, and one-fourth (24.3%) had incomes over 
$25,000. One-third of the mothers (33,9%) are fulltime homemakers, 
one-tenth (9.3%) are unemployed, and the remainder (56.8%) have 
jobs ranging from unskilled laborers to professional persons, busi- 
nesswomen, and educators.

The trustees who failed to attend 


the meeting were defeated trustees 
Robert Rausch and Judith Troehler 
and trustee Jessalyn Nicklas. Mrs. 
Munson said the three did not come 
because "if there was no quorum, 
they would not be able to elect a 
chairman. They want to defer until 
Mrs. Weber gets back from vacation. 
This has tremendous political over- 
tones." 


Observers of the board said they be- 


lieve Mrs. Nicklas, 
Rausch 
and 


Troehler chose not to attend in order 
to give Mrs. Nicklas time to try and 
round up enough votes to elect a 
board chairman more friendly to Har- 
per Pres. Robert Lahti. 


The past chairman of the Harper 


board is the traditional seat of power 
at the college. There has been specu- 


lation that the defeat Saturday of 
Kelly, Rausch and Troehler would re- 
sult in a realignment of power on the. 
board. 


A QUORUM OF THE outgoing 


board must convene to canvass the 
election before the three newly elect- 
ed board members Joan Klussman, 
Janet Bone and David Tomchek, can 
be sowrn in and a ne_w chairman 
elected. 


The outgoing board has been split 


over whether to proceed with building 
a second campus in Arlington Heights 
for the college in spite of a slight drop 
in enrollment of full-time students this 
year. Mrs. Munson had urged the 
board to delay expansion plans and 
the three newly elected board mem- 
bers had campaigned urging that the 


second campus be considered with 
caution.

Markus cares for cemetery 


Grave duties interrupt his day 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Thomas Markus never expected to 


be a cemetery carfctaker when he 
signed on as Wheeling's assistant vil- 
lage manager. 


Yet, lie is becoming something of an 


expert on graveyards since the village 
assumed ownership of the Wheeling 
Cemetery in 1976. 


The two-acre cemetery, which -con- 


tains the graves oi 
? early Wheeling 


settlers and Civil War veterans, is on 
the south side of Dundee Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


Mat-bus, whose job usually includes 


preparation of budgets and review of 
site plans, occasionally is interrupted 
in his daily routine by persons seeking 
information on the cemetery. 


"I'M A PART-TIME sexton," he 


said. "I've had people ask me to lo- 
cate burial sites or find where some- 
body is buried. I had one request from 
an individual in Kansas who wrote to 
find a relative," he said. 


As with other cemetery caretakers, 


Markus is expected to locate graves 
and certify burials. He said other as- 
pects of the burial, including hiring of 
a gravcdigger, are handled by the 
morticians and family. 


The village also faces a serious 


problem in maintaining the historical 
cemetery, which has gravestones dat- 
ing back to 1839. 


"State law provide? that we can't 


use the $10,000 turned over to the vil- 


lage. All -we can use is the interest 
earned and that must.go for maintain- 
ing the graves. We have no funds for 
improvements like a fence," he said. 


THE S10.000 WAS turned over to the 


village by the Wheeling Cemetery 
Assn., which owned the property until 
1974. The association said it could no 
longer afford to care for the property 
and asked the village to preserve it as 
a village landmark. Last year, the vil- 
lage budgeted about $2,400 for mainte- 
nance. 


Only a few plots remain in the 


graveyard and any sales go to main-. 
tain the property. 


Markus said with the tight financial 


situation. "It's difficult for us to put a 
fence around it unless we get some 
company to donate it.'' 


"The irony is that it's more difficult 


to maintain without the fence. We 
get vandalism in there," he said. 


Despite 
the 
financial 
problems, 


Markus said village public works 
crews are filling in low areas in the 
cemetery and trying to improve the 
site.

US Rep Phillip Burton, Demociat- 


ic chairman of the House National 
Parks subcommittee and a supporter 
of the plan to add 74,000 acres to the 
disputed Redwood area, opened the 
hearing before a hostile crowd by con- 
ceding there would be "negative job 
impact." 


AN ESTIMATED 1,000 logger dem- 


onstrators outside the building, some 
communicating between their trucks 
with CB radios, joined their suppor- 
ters in the hearing room in asserting 
the ecological expansion would cost 
them between 3,000 and 5,000 jobs 


Republican Congressman Don Clau- 


sen, a foe of the expansion, told the 
hearing the new park land would put 
at least 2,300 persons out of work and 
was "unwise, unnecessary and unaf- 
fordable" because "the original paik 
has yet to be paid for " 


"I'm not here to protect the lumber 


companies — they'll be paid off," he 
said "I'm here to protect the work- 
ers" 


The convoy, which left at 2 a.m 


from Eureka, Calif, where Burton 
was met by thunderous boos and an 
anti-expansion parade of 6,000 picket- 
carrying demonstrators at a hearing 
the day before, was kept under police 


Alter SALT plan, Soviets warn 


MOSCOW (UPI) - President Car- 


ter's proposals for limiting strategic 
arms "cannot be the subject of serious 
discussion," the Soviet Union said 
Thursday in a warning to Washington 
to alter its position before high-level 
SALT talks resume next month. 


The Soviets, insisting any new treaty 


must be based on the 1974 Vladivostok 
accords between former President 
Gerald Ford and Communist leader 
Leonid Brezhnev, defended their will- 
ingness to bargain on arms cuts in an 
unusual commentary carried by the 
official Tass news agency. 


During arms talks with Sec. of State 


Cyrus Vance in Moscow last month, 
Tass said, Kremlin leaders repeated 
t h e i r January 1976 proposal to 
Vance's predecessor, Hemy Kissin- 
ger, calling for a 10 per cent reduction 
in the 2,400 strategic weapons systems 
each side is allowed under the Vladi- 
vostok agreement. 


ACCUSING "CERTAIN U S. states- 


men" of trying to create an impres- 
sion that the Soviet Union did not re- 
spond to Carter's arms limitation pro- 
posals, Tass said, "This is a down- 
i ight distortion of the i eal state of af- 
tau-s." 


The latest U.S proposals throw up 


"new blocks along the road to agree- 
ment," the Communist party news- 
paper Pravda said in an authoritative 
editorial. The lengthy statement ap- 
peaied to reject m advance Washing- 
ton s offer to negotiate "adjustments" 
in its proposals when high-level US- 
Soviet talks lesume next month in 
Geneva 


Pravda accused the Carter adminis- 


tration of ignoring "fundamental com- 
mitments" reached by Ford and Kis- 
singer and said the arms proposals 
Vance brought to Moscow were a 
"pretext for talking about the in- 
transigence" of the Soviet Union. 


THE SOVIET proposal to Kissinger 


in 1976 was criticized in Washington 
as a threat to U S. national security. 


The paper said the 1974 Valdivostok 


talks between Ford and Brezhnev 
"sealed the mam parameters of a 
strategic arms limitation agreement. 
There is no need to revise these deci- 
sions." 


"On closer inspection it becomes 


clear that the much-publicized Ameii- 


can package, which allegedly is a new 
word in arms limitation and dis- 
armament, not only lacks any con- 
structive element but m general can- 
not be the subject of serious dis- 
cussion, nor is it intended for such 
discussion," Pravda said. 


The 1974 interim SALT agreement, 


which expires this October, was in- 
tended to set in motion US.-Soviet 
a r m s c o n t r o l measures lasting 
through 1985 Carter's 
proposals,

ALL THREE said the Jones Act of

laws for a long time, aid shrinkage of 
the U.S. flag merchant fleet has be- 
come alarming. He said the present 
laws no longer work because "ob- 
viously no carrier can survive in ... 


Business briefs 
Industrial output 
hits 19-month high 


WASHINGTON CUPI) — Industrial production, a key economic 


indicator, rose 1.4 per cent in March, the largest increase in 19 
months, the Federal Reserve Board sr.id Thursday. The production 
figures, detailing the output of the nation's factories, mines and 
utilities, were released hours after President Carter announced his 
decision to scrap his $50 tax rebate plan because of the improving 
economy. Industrial production declined sharply in January and 
early February due to cold weather and energy shortages. But it 
rebounded in late February and then advanced strongly last month. 
The 1.4 per cent climb in March was the largest since August, 
1975, when industrial production rose 2.2 per cent, a board spokes- 
man said. The nation's central bank said production output was 
nearly 21 per cent above the recession low of two years ago and 
about 2.5 per cent above the prerecession high in June, 1974. 


'Japanese violated antitrust law' 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Zenith Radio Corp. has charged that Japa- 


nese television makers have violated American antidumping and 
antitrust laws, threatening the survival of the American television 
Industry The charge came in a statement by the Chicago-based 
firm hailing a court decision that ordered additional duties be 
imposed on imported Japanese electronics goods. "Zenith contin- 
ues to believe that the economic chans and unemployment so prev- 
alent In the American television industry today are directly re- 
lated to the ability of Japanese manufacturers to violate American 
laws with impunity." the statement said. It charged that Japanese 
companies dumped their products in the U.S. at prices substantial- 
ly below those at which comparable products are sold in Japan, in 
violation of U.S. antidumping laws. 


In related action, American labor and industry officials said 


Thursday they will seek help from Congress if they are not satis- 
fled with administration action to savi? the U.S. color television 
Industry from Japanese imports. Jacob dayman, secretary treas- 
urer of the AFL-CIO's industrial union department, held a news 
conference with Allen W. Dawson, executive vice president of 
Corning Glass Works, to announce the efforts, dayman and Daw- 
son are co-chairmen of the Committee to Preserve American Color 
Television, a coalition of five companies and 12 unions. Last 
month, the International Trade Commission found Japanese color 
television imports had severely damaged domestic industry and 
recommended import tariffs as high as 25 per cent. Carter has not 
yet acted on the television issue, an-J U S. and Japanese diplomats 
are negotiating possible voluntary restrictions. 


Meany calls for Coors boycott 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
AFL-CIO President George' Meany 


Thursday declared a nationwide labor boycott against Coor beer, 
a Colorado-made beverage that has altracted a cultish following 
over the past decade. Meany, 82, who seldom drinks beer, said the 
boycott will continue until the Adolph Coors Co. signs a new labor 
agreement with Brewery Workers Local 366 in Golden, Colo. Some 
1,500 brewery workers have been on strike against Coors since 
April 5, and the company announced earlier this week that it was 
about to hire replacements for 'he striking workers. Their pre- 
vious contract expired last Dec. 31. 


Strike to be 'fell' next week 


The refusal by longshoremen at East Coast ports to handle car- 


go of the seven largest container shipping lines will not affect the 
nation until next week, industry spokesmen said Thursday. The job 
action, which began at 12:01 a.m. Thursday, appeared to have its 
major impact m New York and New Jersey where some 4,000 
workers walked off container port docks. ILA officials in other 
ports said there were no walkouts because ships belonging to the 
companies were still at sea. They insisted, however, those ships 
would not be handled when they docked. 


ICC bans nonessenlial hookups 


The Illinois Commerce Commission has banned new natural gas 


connections for nonessential use. The order, effective Oct. 15, will 
forbid installation of gas outlets for gas-fired swimming pool heat- 
ers, outdoor and indoor gas lamps, garage space heaters, gas 
flares, and outdoor heating in nonwoi'k areas. Existing facilities 
can be maintained, the ICC said Thursday, unless individual utility 
companies order their curtailment. "The winter of 1976-1977 em- 
phatically demonstrates that there is a shortage of natural gas in 
the nation as well as Illinois," the ICC said. The commission said 
the order was necessary because demand for natural gas will have 
risen 27 per cent by next winter during the past eight years while 
supplies have gone down 17 per cent. Gas companies throughout 
Illinois also were ordered to begin or continue advertising pro- 
grams advising customers how to use less gas. 


Competitor used bribes: Falstaff 


Falstaff Brewing Co. this week charged Anheuser-Busch Brewing 


Co. with giving bribes and kickbacks to distributors to promote 
their beer and wiping out competition among breweries. In a suit 
filed in Superior Court in Los Angeles, Falstaff accused the St. 
Louis-based Anheuser-Busch of "secretly paying bribes, kickbacks 
and other illegal discounts" to distributors for promotion of Anheu- 
ser-Busch products. The suit calls Anheuser-Busch the "largest 
producer of malt beverages" in the nation and says it has wiped 
out all tut the largest beer makers in the country by its monopo- 
listic practices. In the past 10 years, the suit charge, the numbers 
of breweries in the United States has gone from 150 to 61.

(Murphy is from Staten Is- 
land and the people of his district are 
almost totally dependent on shipping 
for their livelihoods.) Bakke also ad- 
vocated bilateral shipping between 
nations to replace the all embracing 
doctrine of commercial freedom of 
the seas. 


Murphy said the freedom of the 


seas doctrine ignores the reality of 
"the growing tendency among other 
nations to guarantee their flag vessels 
some 
part 
of their international 


trade" and he urged the United States 
to do the same. 


American 
shipowners 
and 
ship- 


builders are of two minds about all 
this. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce which follows ocean shipping 
closely, opposed abandonment of the 
commercial freedom of the seas doc- 
trine in an editorial opposing Con- 
gressman Murphy's stand. 


THE JOURNAL of Commerce said 


if the U.S. were to adopt a wide sys- 
tem of cargo preference rules for U.S. 
flag ships, that would be supported by 
the maritime unions and numerous 
politicians but, in the long run, such a 
step would lead to disaster because 
all foreign nations could retaliate. 


What a worldwide system of cargo 


preference rules would lead to, the 
editorial said, is "the probability of a 
lot of ships sailing empty in one direc- 
tion or the other with the inevitable 
consequence of a great escalation of 
freight rates." 


The editorial said the United States 


doesn't need a merchant fleet just in 
order to provide maximum employ- 
ment for sailors and shipyard work- 
ers. It needs only a Merchant Marine 
of the proper size the country's for- 
eign trade requires for efficient two- 
way traffic. 


Stocks gain 8.8 in heavy trading 


NEW YORK (UPI)-The slock mar- 


ket registered its fifth consecutive 
gain Thursday in the heaviest trading 
this year in reaction to President Car- 
ter's decision to drop his tax rebate 
plan. 


But late profit taking and some sell- 


ing caused by the President's decision 
also to drop business tax incentive 
trimmed the advances from their best 
levels of the day. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 


ahead nearly 14 points at one time, 
finished with a gain of 8.82 points to 
947, bringing its five-day advance to 
32.27 points. 


The big board volume of 30,490,000 


shares, up sharply from the 21,800,000 
traded Wednesday, was the heaviest 
t u r n o v e r since 31,797,810 shares 
changed hands Dec. 9. The 10,110,000- 
share first-hour turnover was the sev- 
enth heaviest in NYSE history. The 
NYSE high-speed transaction tape ran 
six minutes late in the first hour. 


The advance was widespread. The 


NYSE common stock index climbed 
0.47 to 54.92 and the average price of 
a common share increased 28 cents. 


Advances routed declines, 1,136 to 


356, among the 1,914 issues crossing 
the composite tape in one of the 
broadest advances of the year.

It's down to the wire to file taxes 


by LEA TONKIN 


Last-minute taxpayers, take heart. 


If you are confused by last year's 


crumpled receipts and today's mid- 
night income tax filing deadline gives 
you the jitters, there is one way out. 


Procrastinators can ask for a two- 


month extension In filing federal in- 
come tax returns, Charles Miriani, In- 
ternal Revenue Service district direc- 
tor in Chicago said. 


Here's how it works. A taxpayer 


goes to the nearest IRS office and 
requests form 4868 — no questions 
asked the taxpayer will be'given a 
two-month break if the completed 
form Is mailed to the agency by April 
15. 


THERE ARE A couple of catches in 


this program, however. The taxpayer 
must include inform 4868 an estimate 
of taxes owed to the federal govern- 
ment for the 1976 season and payment 
for the estimated difference between 
the total and what already has been 
paid. 


"If you underestimated your tax 


payments, you'd have to pay interest 
on the additional amount due," Mia- 
riani said. "But that's a lot better 
than paying the penalty for failing to 
file a return." 


Miriani said the taxpayer who 


comes up short, when the completed 
tax form and a carbon of form 4868 
are sent to the IRS two months later, 
will pay .5 per cent penalty or every 
month the balance was overdue. In 
addition, a 7 per cent annual interest 
charge would be levied on the tax 
amount sent in the past due date. 


But there is a 5 per cent a month 


penalty charged on the unpaid taxes 
for those who don't file a return by 
the deadline. That's in addition to the 
7 per cent annual interest fee. The 
maximum penalty, in either case, is 
25 per cent of the overdue 
tax 


amount. 


Some taxpayers ask for a second 


extension, "but it's very difficult to 
get," Miriani said. Northwest subur- 
ban residents may ask for the initial 
extension form, or the additional ex- 
tension application, form 2688, at area 
IRS offices. 


NORTHWEST suburban residents 


may contact the Skokie IRS office, 
4849 Golf Rd,, or the Chicago office at 
230 S. Dearborn St. For information 
on other district offices and tax filing 
problems, taxpayers may call the toll- 
free telephone number, 800-972-5400.

If a taxpayer 
goes over his records and discovers 
he paid too much tax, for example, 
the amended form requesting a re- 
fund may be filed within three years. 


The Arlington Heights Post Office 


will remain open until midnight 
tonight, as a service to late-filing tax- 
payers. A Postal Service spokesman 
said some other post offices will re- 
main open later than usual and mail- 
boxes will be cleared more frequently 
so the April 15 postmark can be put 
on state and federal tax returns due 
today. 


"ONE OF OUR worries now is that 


people are more rushed and there 
might be more errors," Miriani said 
People who file returns on the April 
15 deadline can expect to wait at least 
eight weeks for any refunds, he said. 


As of last Friday, more than 2.3 


million taxpayers in northern Illinois 
had submitted their returns to the 
IRS, Miriani said. A total of 3.5 mil- 
lion returns is expected for the district, 
which includes the 26 northern coun- 
ties of Illinois. 


The Illinois Department of Revenue 


Thursday said it expects a last-minute 
flood of approximately 900,000 income 
tax returns before the midnight dead- 
line today. The state has already paid 
more than $45 million in refunds for 
the 3.6 million returns that have been 
processed. The average state income 
tax refund is $43. 


Refunds sent to individual tax- 


payers in the Chicago district are av- 
eraging $488, Miriani said. 


"Most people do pay on time, about 


98 or. 99 per cent," Miriani said, ad- 
ding "now's the time to collect 
records for this year."

Acting a second role 


for Brenda Benet

Actress Brenda Benet sat cross- 


legged and barefoot on a hotel 
dining room floor., chatting ex- 
citedly about a television series 
she plans to write and produce 
after her current stint in Marriott 
Lincolnshire's production of "Send 
Me No Flowers." 


The syndicated show will fea- 


ture reports on alternative life- 
styles, and Brenda's hands and 
eyes dart in unison when she talks 
about her role in the venture. 


But theater and television series 


aren't the only topics that excite 
Brenda: she's also up on vege- 
tarian foods, languages and—be- 
lieve it or not — a successful mar- 
riage and family. 


SHE SPENDS HER evenings 


onstage with husband and costar 
Bill Bixby; days are dedicated to 
roller skating and exploring the 
spring sunshine with their 3-year- 
old son, Christopher. 


Their hotel suite includes a 


kitchen for plenty of homecooked 
meals, and Brenda smiles in dis- 
belief at a fellow actor who com- 
muted downtown to less bucolic 
pleasures during a recent appear- 
ance at Lincolnshire. "That would 
be just two hours of wasted time 
for us ... 
we love it out here," 


she says. 


Brenda is the first to admit that 


her domestic bliss isn't just good 
luck. Her appearance in "Send 
Me- No Flowers" Is the first in 
five years, and a good share of 
her hiatus from the stage has 
been spent caring for Christopher 
on a full-time basis. 


"It was easy to stay at home 


those first two years — I loved 
what I was doing, and I couldn't 
imagine anything else," she says. 
"I could have done a television 
series when Christopher was one, 
but it was too soon. I would have 
seen Bill only on weekends, and I 
just don't have the stamina for 
that kind of life." 


NOW THAT CHRISTOPHER Is 


reaching the age where his par- 
ents aren't the only focus in life, 
Brenda has decided to branch out 
into theater again. The opportuni- 
ty to join Bill in "Send Me No 
Flowers" was one she couldn't 


pass up, but Brenda quickly ad- 
mits her emergence from the "in- 
cubation period" was a painful 
one. 


"That time was a very private 


one between me, Bill and the 
baby," she says. "I really enjoyed 
the quiet and hiding ... but at the 
same time I knew the fear of go- 
ing back on stage had a hold on 
me." 


"Taking the part has taught me 


not to be afraid . . . acting is a 
wonderful way of learning about 
myself. And it's painful to realize 
that a child can really get along 
w i t h o u t you, but Christopher 
needs outside influences. This is a 
good time for both of us." 


IT WOULD BE EASY at this 


point to typecast the slim brunette 
as a deferring wife who con- 
tentedly plays second banana to 
her superstar husband — and 
Brenda does concede "a few sim- 
ilarities" between her personality 
and that of Judy, the accom- 
modating angel who puts up with 
h e r 
hypochondriac 
husband 


through most of "Send Me No 
Flowers." 


But the differences by far out- 


weigh the points of identification, 
she says, declaring that "I'm a 
very Independent person — I think 
of myself as a whole individual 
with or without a partner. 


Her interests have run the ga- 


mut 
from 
interpreting 
(she's 


fluent in five languages) to water 
ballet, piano and yoga, and she 
claims she was in "no hurry at 
all" to marry one of Hollywood's 
most eligible bachelors. 


I KNEW BILL 13 years before 


we were married (when Bill was 
37), and for a long time we were 
just close friends. Bill enjoyed his 
independence and his work, and I 
certainly had no great plans. He 
went out with some very nice 
ladies and I went out with some 
very nice men . . . '' Brenda 
pauses and smiles, "I guess it still 
surprises me when I think about 
it!" 


Bill finally broached the subject 


of seeing each other exclusively, 
but the experiment ended three 
months later with "both of us 
fighting like mad," Brenda re- 
calls.

According to Brenda, potentially 


conflicting reviews or onstage 
rivalries don't enter the picture. 
Stardom holds no special appeal, 
she says, and adds that a success- 
ful-actor-actress marriage "just 
depends on your attitude."

Michele Lee's doing OK 
without the top billing

If James Farentino ?eems the intense, serious per- 


son epitomized by his prxverful, emotionally charged 
Chicago stage appearances over the last several 
years, how does his wife, actress Michele Lee, come 
off? 


Like "The Love Bug" she did for Walt Disney. 


Spontaneous, naturally witty, she's like a continuous 
flow of vintage champagne, very refined but bubbl- 
ing over. 


This is not to say Jnmes Farentino is serious all 


the time. His wife maintains he has a great sense of 
humor. Yet his present starring role in "The Big 
Knife" at Arlington Park Theatre only reinstates his 
stage personality, while Michele's role of a dis- 
traught, disillusioned wife is an exeption, not only to 
her musical comedy side but to her own vivacious 
self. 


SHE LIKES THE switch. It was a challenge. And 


the Farentinos enjoy playing in tandem. Though 
married for 11 years, it's the first time they have 
worked together with the exception of a few short 
television segments. 


"It's really an experience working together," said 


Michele. busy checking oui her turkey club sandwich 
doctored up with slices of avocado at her request. 
She was Intent on picking out the big pieces of to- 
mato and lettuce which she likes — but not on sand- 
wiches, 


"It's 
very exciting. We've done a few television 


things together but never anything under these con- 
ditions and pressures fnr this length of time," she 
continued. 


"And we haven't fought pt all. We're fighters," she 


explained. "We like to yell. I never did, but Jim 
taught me how. I had to learn for my own self- 
preservation," she added, casting a mischievous 
glance.

"THERE WE WERE, left kind of alone together. 


So, we started seeing each other," said Michele, who

'Streamers' not pleasant 
but a powerful drama

Whether your sensibilities rebel or 


not at a soldier spitting blood or his 
army buddies spewing foul language 
in their Virginia barracks, David 
R a b e ' s award-winning drama 
"Streamers,'1 now on stage at the 
Goodman Theater, Is almost certain 
to make an impact. 


The latest of a trilogy on the Viet- 


nam War ("Sticks and Bones" is also 
a Rabe product), "Streamers" is a 
graphic and uncompromising view of 
four men immersed in war without 
setting foot outside their stark quar- 
ters. 


The time is 1965, and when barracks 


roommates Richie, Billy and Roger 
enlisted, they had no forewarning of 
Saigon of DaNang. Already grappling 
with their own fantasies (Billy, the 
sensitive intellectual, equated active 
duty with either snowdrifts or snake- 
infested jungles), they are joined by a 
desperate black man from another 
outfit whose own fears and over- 
charged emotions heighten the tense 
atmosphere. 


WHEN TWO DRUNKEN sergeants 


stumble in to tell nonchalant horror 
stories 
about Vietnam 
streamers 


(paratroopers whose chutes fail to 
open), the analogy is complete: these 
four men too are desperately "clutch- 
ing at ail-" on their way to a war 
they've never heard of. 


But fear of battle in an unknown 


war isn't the only enemy the soldiers 
face. Despite the buxom pinup in his 
locker. Richie is almost certainly a 
homosexual. His not-so-subtle ad- 
vances are laughed off by Roger, the 
trio's clean-cut, self-confident mem- 
ber, but the com-ons intensify Billy's 
own sexual uncertainties. 


Carlyle, the misfit from another 


company, responds belligerently but 
positively to Richie's invitations, and

the small room is transformed into a 
battlefield that rivals the real thing In 
sheer intensity and terror. 


RABE'S LEAN, well-written dia- 


logue accounts for most of the play's 
power, but the almost uniformly effec- 
tive cast is also a major factor in the 
production's success. 


Meshach Taylor as the straight 


black gives the strongest perform- 
ance, providing both ive-talkin' humor 
and a subtle strength in the middle of 
the developing chaos. 


Though his portrayal borders on ca- 


ricature at times, Robert Christian's 
sheer energy as the displaced Carlyle 
is still memorable, and Richard Cox 
handles his role as the sensitive Billy 
with ease. 
i J. Johnston as Sergeant Cokes, 


the callous storyteller with his own 
fresh memories of Vietnam, is also ef- 
fective in a smaller role. 


The only disappointment is W. H. 


Macy as Richie. His fey expressions 
may win laughs, but he seems lost 
when surrounded by the

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Farentino in 6Big Knife' 
only scratches surface

James Farentino has fond memo- 


ries of Arlington Park Theatre. He re- 
ceived much-deserved recognition in 
1973 for his portrayal of R. P. 
McMurphy in "One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo's Nest." 


Consequently, a return visit would 


hardly be justified unless Farentino 
was able to bite off another equally 
dramatic challenge, the kind Faren- 
tino digs into deeply and holds on fast. 


Clifford Odets' "The Big Knife" 


would seem to fit the bill. And at 
times it does. Unfortunately, only in- 
t e r m i t t e n t , emotionally chilling 
snatches keep the audience anticipat- 
ing, but not wholly satisfied. Odets' 
intense, pithy dialog gets the best of 
the cast. Brilliant, eloquent lines don't 
receive the play they demand. 


"THE BIG KNIFE," about a prom- 


ising young actor who trades in his 
idaals for the falsified status and 
money attached to being a Hollywood 
movie property, was first produced in 
1949. If this production was well-pack- 
aged, age wouldn't matter. Because 
It's not, the play shows signs of an- 
tiquity. Hollywood was once such a

hotbed. Only this rendition is not ster- 
ling enough for us to step back and 
really care. 


James Farentino is Charlie Castle, 


the actor whose soul 
bargaining 


causes him to hide behind alcohol. He 
despises himself for being manipu- 
lated. Yet he is so helplessly entwined 
in a dangerous blackmailing game, he 
is afraid to stand up, both to the stu- 
dio and to himself. 


Michele Lee, Mrs. James Farentino 


in real life, plays Marion Castle, a 
wife tormented by Charlie's loss of es- 
teem and self-worth. She threatens to 
leave him unless he faces his adver- 
saries. 


THERE IS A lot of shouting .on 


stage but little gripping sentiment to 
back it up. Farentino's moves and ex- 
pressions ride too close to the surface. 
And that may be part of the problem. 
I'd like to come back in two weeks 
and see the play again when stage 
personalities will have had more time 
to simmer. 


Likewise, Lee, who plays off Faren- 


tino's misery, is often left holding the

"Mr. Billion" — The "little people" count in this breezy comedy 


about a lowly Italian mechanic (Terence Hill) on a mad, cross- 
country scramble to claim a billion dollar legacy. Jackie Gleason 
and Valerie Perrlne try to hoodwink him. The romantic angle gets 
lost, but the action is plentiful and tautly handled. 


"A Star Is Born" — The perpetual presence of Barbara Strei- 


sand looms large over this lavish remake of the twice-told Holly- 
wood classic, updated to the rock music scene of the 1970s with 
Kris Kristofferson as the falling star she romances and finally 
eclipses. Streisand's very good and so's the music, but the story — 
and po^ntial emotional involvement — have been badly diluted by 
the imbalance of her excesses. (R). 


"Rocky" — Sylvester Stallone wrote the script and stars as the 


title character in this small, unpretentious and genuinely involving 
story of a local clubhouse prizefighter who gets a chance-of- 
a-lifetime shot at the world heavyweight title and finds love and 
self-respect along the way. (PG). 


"Network" — The quartet of award-caliber performances by 


Peter Finch, Faye Dunaway, Robert Duvall and William Holden is 
a whopping show in itself in this biting look at a television net- 
work, the cut throat tactics rampant behind-the-scenes and the 
questionable message delivered by the medium to its viewers. (R).

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New versions of two old 
standbys worth owning 


Large-scale choral-orchestra works 


ducer who has to package the corn- 
present a problem to the record pro- 
plete sound without sacrificing the 
feeling of being present at a live per- 
formance. 


As the size of the performance 


group increases, the technical prob- 
lems multiply. 


Two newly released recordings rep- 


resent the extremes. One utilizes a 
relatively small orchestra and chorus 
and the other a mass of performers 
totaling several hundred people. 


A new "Messiah" by George Fred- 


rick Handel and the Requiem, Op. 5 
by Hector Berlioz are extremes in 
themselves. Recordings of "The Mes- 
siah" seem to arrive every Christmas 
and Easter (18 versions are currently 
listed in the catalog), while the Ber- 
lioz Requiem has for years-lacked a 
w i d e selection of well-performed 
recordings. That situation has been 
helped by the new Leonard Bernstein 
version, which brings the catalog list- 
ing to eight. 


THE MOST RECENT "Messiah" is 


yet another one of those recordings 
purporting to return to the perform- 
ance practicees of Handel's day. 


Handel's masterpiece premiered in 


1742 
in Dublin. Editor and musi- 


cologist 
Christopher 
Hogwood 
has 


drawn upon manuscripts from the lat- 
ter performance for his edition used 
in this recording (Argo D18D 3, three 
discs). 


Hogwood researched original manu- 


scripts, letters, librettos and other 
documents 
and hss 
painstakingly 


'recorded a version in keeping with the 
Baroque performance practices of 
Handel's day. Not that this is unique, 
as every "Messiah" listener knows. 
The work has undergone a massive 
rethinking in recent years. 


TODAY'S "MESSIAH" is typically 


performed with a chamber orchestra 
augmented by harpsichord, organ and 
cello continuo and a choir of 30 to 40 
voices. The work is "ornamented"; 
that is. the singers, in particular the 
soloists, are given certain freedom to 
add rhythmic variances and cadenzas 
in a tasteful manner as was the prac- 
tice in the Baroque period. 


Hogwood's edition uses this type of 


ornamentation so that Handel's words 
and music flow free. 


The performance, by Neville Marri-

ner and the Academy of St. Martin-in- 
the-Fields, is a fine one, with a par- 
ticularly fine solo performance by te- 
nor Philip Landridge. His solp aria, 
"Every valley shall be exalted," on 
side one is but one example of his fine 
work. 


MARRINER FACES stiiff com- 


petition in the "Messiah" sweepstakes 
as Colin Davis (Philips SC71 AX300) 
leads the field with the most-ac- 
claimed recorded performance of the 
past decade. Equally fine versions are 
available by the English Chamber Or- 
chestra (twice), led by Charles Mack- 
erras on Angel (S-3705) and by John- 
nes Somary on Vanguard Cardinal (C- 
10090/2). 


Two other versions of note are a 


German language version by Mack- 
erras and the Austrian Radio Orches- 
tra and Chorus on Deutsche Grammo- 
phon Archiv (2710016). Still another 
English Chamber Orchestra version, 
this one conducted by Raymond Lep- 
pard on RCA (CRL-3 1426), is worthy 
of attention.

It is a work that can be appreciated 


best in live performance, because the 
directional 
effects 
of four brass 


choirs, particular in the "Dies Irae," 
are nearly impossible to capture on 
records. 


That is why the quieter moments of 


this performance, recorded at the 
chapel of Paris' Les Invalides (site of 
the premiere in 1837) are the most 
successful. Compare this performance 
with that of Colin Davis (Philips 6700 
019) 
and you can "feel" the differ- 


ence, particularly in the already men- 
tioned "Dies Irae." Davis has re- 
ceived from his engineers spectacular 
sound from the recording site, Lon- 
don's Westminster Cathedral. This is 
but one of a series of acclaimed per- 
formances this conductor has made of 
Berlioz works with the London Sym- 
phony. 


BERNSTEIN GETS a strong per- 


formance from his French forces (Or- 
chestre National de France and 
French Radio Philharmonic plus the 
French Radio chorus), but the sound 
is inferior to the Davis-Philips record- 
ing. 
While the music of Davis envel- 


ops and caresses at the same time, 
the Columbia engineers manage a 
frontal assault that has far less suble- 
ty. The chorus, in particular, gets 
one-dimensional treatment 
on the 


Bernstein version. Choral sound is im- 
portant in this work and it ruins, for 
me, the total effect of this record with 
its treatment by the engineers. 


That is a shame because Bernstein 


gives a powerful account. On this 
basis alone the performance is worth 
owning.

glass window positioned in the roof. 


The mood of Mexico is prominent. 


Heavy-accented waiters are at your 
side constantly, eager to refill water 
glasses or just check on the meals. 
And the sound of the strolling musi- 
cians, a La Margarita trademark, 
permeates the atmosphere. 


Reservations are recommended, 


and in our case, it enabled my guest 
and me to be seated almost imme- 
diately after arriving.

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The doctor says 


Medicines newest 
gout treatment 


I have a foot problem, down by tlie side of my big toe that has 


been diagnosed as gout. Please give me a remedy, diet or what- 
have-yoii, for this condition. It is very painful and I feel like I 
really need some relief. Are there foods that I should not eat? 


Gout is caused by an excess production of uric acid by your own 


cells. Because older concepts of the disease persist, many people 
do not understand why the treatment has changed. 


The old idea that a gouty individual ate rich foods, drank wine 


and was obese is not true. The diet is important, but it is less 
important than good medical treatment and regular follow-ups by 
your doctor. 


The basic misconception Is that the gout comes from what you 


eat. If it did, I suspect that most of our population would have gout 
from eating too much and eating the wrong foods. 


Uric acid is a byproduct of the formation of nucleic acids in the 


nuclei of the body cells. Since your cells are constantly regenerat- 
ing and new cells are replacing old ones, the formation of nucleic 
acids is a constant process. 


The medicines you need are those that prevent your cells from 


producing too much uric acid. That is the newest and in many 
cases the most effective treatment. Tl'e other methods of treat- 
ment include medicines that increase the elimination of excess 
uric acid by the kidneys: but if you have suppressed uric acid 
formation in the first place this may not be necessary; and medi- 
cines to relieve that severe pain of acute attacks such as you have 
now. The treatment of the acute attack is different from the long 
term prevention of future attacks and gouty arthritis. Everyone 
who has gout should be followed regularly by a physician and 
should take medicines as needed to keep the uric acid level down. 


The most rigid diet may not decrease the uric acid level very 


much. But a gout patient should be on a diet that eliminates 
obesity or prevents it. The diet should be at least moderately 
restricted in fats, particularly saturated fats, and cholesterol. The 
diet Is designed to decrease the high incidence of heart disease 
that occurs in gout patients. 


A fasting die, or too rapid weight loss, may cause muscle cell 


destruction and cause an acute attack of gout, to give you a better 
understanding of gout and what to do about it I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 2-3, Gout, Uric Acid.

Throw away whatever you are reading and use polyunsaturated 


oils if you want to. It is not true that heating polyunsaturated fats 
will make them toxic. It is not true es some "pseudo" health 
magazines have stated that heating w.'ll convert polyunsaturated 
fats to saturated fats. 


If you reuse the polyunsaturated oils for cooking, eventually they

Dear Dorothy: I'm sure more resourceful housekeepers than I 


have discovered the answer to this minor problem: How does one 
separate tightly packed, sliced bacon slices when they come from 
the refrigerator cold and solidly congealed: The slices tear if one 
tries to force them apart. If put in the warming oven briefly, the 
slices will come apart easily. But surely this would not be a good 
practice to warm all the bacon every morning and then put the 
unused portion back into the refrigerator. — Bacon Bewildered 


You'll be surprised how easy this job is. Roll the package one 


way. then the other. It takes a little practice to get it right. After 
rolling, take out as many slices as you want in one block, detach- 
ing it from the rest of the bacon. It will come away easily. Put it 
on the skillet and the heat will finish ihe separation quickly. ;Any- 
one have a better idea? 


Dear Dorothy: Over the bridge table, several of us began telling 


what to do to get white spots from varnished or polished tables. I 
rub with mayonnaise, let it stay for an hour or two, then wipe off. 
One said she used silver polish, another used toothpaste. With such 
simple methods at hand, why do so many people worry so about 
white spots on their furniture? — Helen Simmons 


Because unless wood has a polished surface, even the best reme- 


dy sometimes is difficult. I've had instances where even with 
highly polished surfaces, I've had to try several things — and 
cautiously.

sity of Illinois Extension specialist in 
family life. "For some couples the 
problems start with they honeymoon, 
for others the years of togetherness 
take their toll." 


Couples enter marriage with every 


intention of pleasing each other for 
life, she said. 


"In the honeymoon we start off with 


many false ideas about our spouse. 
We think that any day now he will 
pick up his socks or close the door 
behind him. And through the years we 
learn to know that those tilings will 
never happen." 


MRS. BAGBY was speaking at St. 


Stephen's School in Des Plaines Mon- 
day night on "Cues for Commu- 
nicating in Marriage." Her trip from 
Champaign-Urbana 
was 
sponsored 


jointly by the Cooperative Extension 
Service and St. Stephen's Church. 


Each of us brings both assets and 


liabilities into the marriage, she said. 
Working these out through commu- 
nication is the basis of a durable 
relationship. 


But some people communicate too 


many of the wrong things and often 
hurt, punish or offend their spouse, 
she said. Other simply do not commu- 
nicate enough — too much is left un- 
said. 


What gets in the way of good com- 


munication? 


"A PERSQN who believes in a dog- 


eat-dog world has very little chance of 
relating to someone else," she said. 
"It's a very defensive situation — ev- 
erybody is out for himself." 


"Insensitivity is another problem," 


she said. The spouse may not respond 
to emotional and intellectual signals 
sent by the partner, failing to really 
hear the other person. 


"Then there's the critical or judg- 


mental spouse," she said. "This per- 
son embarrasses the partner in front 
of other people, belittles him or her. 
And pretty soon the spouse learns to 
cover up, protect himself, avoid con- 
frontation and simply not ask ques- 
tions which would lead to any commu- 
nication at all."

er communications problem, 
Mrs. 


Bagby said. "Do you know anyone 
who believes if you wait long enough 
the problem will disappear? He or she 
keeps thoughts inside, sleeping, eat- 
ing, watching television or doing any- 
thing to avoid direct communication 
and to wait for the situation to go 
away." 


On the other hand, some people are 


stubborn or rebellious. They bottle up 
everything, obviously resisting any ef- 
forts by the spouse to communicate, 
she said. Sometimes a spouse is blind 
to the problem, she said. He or she 
may refuse to admit a problem exists, 
or may not be aware of such a diffi- 
culty. 


"FOR INSTANCE, you hear the old 


story of the toothpaste," said Mrs. 
Bagby. "He likes to roll up the tube 
and I like to squeeze it in the middle. 
For years he rolled it up and I 
squeezed it, all the time not knowing I 
was doing something that irritated 
him. Now that's a little thing, but 
sometimes those little things get out of 
proportion." 


A final enemy of good commu- 


nication is laziness. "How often do we 
see this?" she asked. "Just too lazy to 
even try. Every evening he or she 
falls asleep, or watches television. 
There's no time left to talk, and it 
gets to be a pattern." 


After couples have been married a 


number of years, many may openly, 
and accurately, accuse each other of 
not understanding, she said. Commu- 
nication breakdown has occurred. 


PHYSICAL BREAKDOWN is one of 


two types of failure, she said. And it's 
seen in almost every troubled mar- 
riage. 


"You can find it in the couple where 


one is nagging and the other mumbles 
inattentively and doesn't hear a re- 
peated message. "It's also seen in 
couples who leave important things 
unsaid. There is no communication at 
all." 


Another form in breakdown is in- 


trepretational, Mrs. Bagby said. "The 
message sent is not the message re- 
ceived. Saying one thing and meaning 


another fits into this category." 


W i t h problems 
communicating, 


couples find conflict difficult, if not 
impossible, to manage, she continued. 


MRS. BAGBY defined conflict as 


the feelings experienced when actions 
of one person interfere with those of 
another. Conflict is inherent in mar- 
riage, she said, but it takes more than 
expression of feelings to manage it. 


Couples must work together, she 


said. They must describe the situation 
or behavior that they feel caused the 
problem, listen to each other pre- 
scribe what the other person could do 
differently or how the situation can be 
changed, and admit that their person- 
al perception of the situation may not 
be perfect. 


Couples who want to build commu- 


nications bridges should become per- 
sonally invoved and committed to lis- 
tening and talking to each other, said 
Mrs. Bagby. She recommends that 
husbands and wives: 


• 
Re-examine personal assump- 


tions. "What you may assume as true 
may not be that way at all." 


• Take a risk. "You may fail in 


what you want to accomplish, but 
maybe the situation will improve." 


• Build a climate of trust and un- 


derstanding. "We need to really hear 
the other person, to see things as he 
sees them, to experience, think and 
feel with him." 


• • Try, and learn from the trying. 
"You may make mistakes, but you 
should learn to improve for next 
time." 


• Keep talking. "Confrontation per- 


mits the discussion needed to either 
solve the problems or to recognize the 
need for outside help." 


"Happiness may not always be 


there," said Mrs. Bagby. "But if you 
were happy together once, there's al- 
ways the potential to renew that hap- 
piness." 


"A character in Lillian Hellman's 


play, 'Toys in tlie Attic,' said, 'Well, 
people change and forget to tell each 
other. Too bad — causes so many 
mistakes.' "

2 series on battle of sexes start tonight 


Woman's liberation gals a big boost on television 


tonight with the pmmiere of the five-part series 
"Woman Alive!" on Channel 11 and the premiere of 
Norman Lear's newest comedy satire "All That Glit- 
ters" on Channel 32. 


"Woman Alive!" is a more serious, informative 


approach to the battle of the sexes while "AH That 
Glitters" reflects Lear's traditionally absurd and 
frank way of looking at society. 


The first one-hour segment of "Woman Alive" at 9 


p.m. 
will explore the ways that some women have 


fought and won the fight against discrimination in 
employment, and it traces ways that women can act 
collectively to gain equal status. 


The program is thorough in its coverage of the 


topic and includes interviews with Pauline Newman, 
leader of the first major women's strike in 1909; 
Gloria Steinem. editor of Ms. magazine, and a group 
of women from Newsweek magazine who describe 
their open campaign to place women in publishing 
jobs previously held only by men. 


If you want to go to the other extreme in exam- 


ining the subject of equality among the sexes, then 
take a look at Lear's sneak preview of his weekday, 
half-hour comedy, "All That Glitters," today at 10:30 
p.m. The daily series officially premieres Monday at 
7p.m. 


What else would you expect from a man who revo- 


lutionizes television's attitude toward the common 
man and his language with "All in the Family" and 
makes an unattractive, simple-minded woman Amer- 
ica's heroine in "Mary fjt?rtman, Mary Hartman." 


"All that Glitters" takes a look at our world and 


the fictional Globatron Corp. where the traditional 
female and male roles are reversed. 


The show's theme song explains that God made the 


world in seven days, and then She made Woman. 
She made Man from Woman's rib, and on and on 
and on... 


Viewers might be a little uneasy watching men, 


easily intimidated by women, stay home to care for 
the cooking, cleaning ind children. The men are the 
love struck ones. The women are strong-willed, pre- 
occupied by business and irritable from the day's 
events. 


There is no laugh track in this show, so you laugh 


when you think you should. But some people, who 
suddenly see their nasty, sexually dictated habits for 
the first time, may not be laughing. 


"All That Glitters" is an interesting television ex- 


periment, devised by the wizard Lear who is always 
eager to take an honest look at people, even if it 
hurts. 


Globatron is run by a group of female executives 


who are bored with their househusbands and love to 
boss and tease their male secretaries. 


It all makes for decent entertainment, but more 


importantly, an innovative look at ourselves. The 
time for this show is now and it may succeed at 
changing the minds and ways of a few otherwise 
sexist beings. 


No national Emmys 


NBC-TV gave the National Academy of Television 


Arts and Sciences until today to prove that they can 
still produce a national Emmy awards show with 
enough stars in attendance. It seems a national 
Emmy show this year is out of the question and the 
network stands to lose a bundle of advertising reve- 
nue from what has always been a very popular 
awards program. The split between the Hollywood 
chapter and the rest of the group will not, however, 
influence the local Emmys award show to be broad- 
cast June 3 on Channel 5 from Navy Pier. As has 
been the tradition, a chapter other than the one in 
Chicago will do the judging to keep bias out of the 
voting. The Boston chapter of the academy will do 
the honors this year. 


Meanwhile, it looks like the television stars, 


writers and producers, angry about the way the Na- 
tional Academy is operated, are headed for irre- 
concilable differences that may jeopardize the future 
of the national Emmy awards shows. 


New news at 10 p.m. 


Channel 2 has launched a campaign and news 


broadcast revamping that it hopes will take it 
straight to the number one spot in Chicago late-night 


"ALL THAT GLITTERS" 


newscasts. The station's news show is promoting it- 
self as "The 10 O'clock News"'and "Tomorrow's 
News Tonight." 


The newscasters plan to develop new perspectives 


on their 10 p.m. stories instead of merely repeating 
the 6 p.m. news all over again. It's sending two or 
more of its minicam crews into the streets every 
night to dig up the news before 10 p.m. — something 
Channel 7 and 5 aren't doing. The station also is 
airing five to eight, 30-second news updates between 
7 p.m. and 10 p.m., encouraging viewers to tune in 
for "THE latest at 10 p.m. on Channel 2. 


It seems an admirable effort by Channel 2, who 


slumped into third place out of the city's three net- 
work news shows earlier this year. The reinstate- 
ment of John Coughlin as weatherman in February 
has put WBBM back in the number two spot, second 
only to Channel 7 and ahead of Channel 5. 


But, it's going to take more than loud promotions 


to get their goal accomplished. Newscasters, report- 
ers and directors will have to come up with hard 
core news scoops and news updates, and that's the 
hardest part.

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Flowering trees show spring bliss 


by DOROTHY NADHERNY

Flowering crabapples are among 


the most attractive ornamental trees 
in the landscape world. The profuse 
blooms seem to reflect joy over the 
arrival of warmer weather. 


Except for the sterile varieties, the 


trees regain their vibrance in the fall 
with brightly colored fruit. Foliage 
colors range from light green to deep 
red. The diversity of sizes and shapes 
make it possible to select a crabapple 
for any location in the landscape. 


The blooming season starts around 


the first of May and with the use of 
different varieties, continues until the 
end of the month, Among the first to 
bloom are the White flowering Dolgo, 
the Zumi Calocarpa, with its pink 
buds opening to white, or the rose-col- 
ored McKamlk. Several of'the mid- 
season bloomers are the white Sar- 
gent'J Crab, the crimson Radiant 
crab, or tlu pink Dorthea crab. Close 
the season with a salmon pink Klehm 
Bechtel crab, or a Van Eseltine flow- 
ering pink crab. 


A BLOSSOM'S petalage may vary 


from petite white of the Sargent's 
crab to the huge pink blossoms of the 
Katherine variety. Since flowering 
crabapples 
are profuse bloomers, 


even the smaller single bloomers 
make a splendid display. However, 
the Klehm Bechtel, with its rose-like 
double pink flowers, and the Royal 
Ruby with its double red blooms, are 
truly spectacular. Seldom mentioned 
is the fact that some varieties have 
scented blossoms. Get close to Dolgo, 
Sargent's, or Zumi Calocarpa for an 
extra treat. 


Foliage is another important aspect 


of flowering crabapple enjoyment. 


Did your peonies 


have the blahs? 


Did your peonies look sick last 


year? Were the leaves and flowers 
brown . . . were they brittle, dry and 
curled? If so, your peonies may have 
had 
anthracnose says James E. 


Schuster, Extension Adviser in Horti- 
culture-DuPage County. 


Anthracnose is a fungus disease 


caused by Gloeosporium sp. and it af- 
fects stems, leaves, buds and flowers. 
It causes the worst damage when 
springs are cool and wet and when the 
shoots are still young and the leaves 
and stems are succulent. 


When the disease organism is pre- 


sent, the environment suitable and the 
host is in a susceptible state, severe 
infestation occurs. The leaves turn 
yellow, then brown. The leaves be- 
come brittle, dry and curl. 


Schuster says that to control this 


disease, one should first improve sani- 
tation around the plants. Do this by 
removing old tops before new growth 
starts. Cut the stems at ground level, 
rake debris from around plants and 
destroy or discard the old stems and 
debris. 


New shoots and the soil around the 


peonies should then be sprayed with 
either Captan, Zineb, Ferbam of Ma- 
neb at a rate of 1'A tablespoons of a 
fungicide per one gallon of- water. 
Take care to get uniform coverage on 
all stem stubs. 


Schuster cautions that you should 


read all directions and precautions on 
the label before using the fungicide. 
Repeat sprays at two week intervals 
till buds begin to open. Do not treat 
peonies wiile they are in flower. If 
weather becomes warm and dry — 
the fungicide treatment will probably

Now we can select crab trees for in- 
teresting foilage colors, too. Royalty 
is a striking tree in the landscape with 
its deep crimson leaves throughout 
the season. Radiant and McKamik 
have dark green leaves tinged with 
bronze. Katherine has dark green 
leaves and Zumi Calocarpa foliage re- 
mains a bright, light green all sum- 
mer. 


Fruit is an additional benefit of 


these ornamental trees. As fall ar- 
rives, the varieties which set fruit 
once again gain prominence in the 
landscape. The fruit persists well into 
winter, providing color as well as food 
for the birds, Outstanding with their 
small red fruits are the Sargent's, 
Red Jade and White Angel. Dorthea 
has yellow fruit; Indian Magic has or- 
ange. Since most of the varieties set 
fruit under one inch in diameter, 
there is no mess as in some trees. If, 
however, beauty and crabapple jelly 
are your goal, try Hylsop, Golden 
Hornet, Hopa or Dolgo. If a fruitless 
tree is your desire, Spring Snow sets 
absolutely no fruit as well as the 
Klehm Bechtel or Royal Ruby, 


In the landscape, flowering crab- 


apples mature to heights as low as 
six feet or to grand heights of the 
shade trees. Shapes vary from round 
to columnar, spreading to clump. 
Classified as "Dwarf" are the Sar- 
gents, Mary Potter and Red Jade. 
The Sargent and Mary Potter are 
dense and stiffly branched. Red Jade 
has pendulous branching which is 
heavy with red fruit well into winter. 
Other artistically branching, but larg- 
er trees, are Indian Magic, with red 
blossoms, Zumi Calocarpa blooming 
pink to white and Turei with white 
flowers and yellow fruit. 


AN UNUSUAL IDEA for specimen 


plantings is the "weeping" variety. 
The Echtemeyer attains a height of 


about 12 feet. Its arching branches 
are profuse with pink flowers in the 
spring and in the fall, tiny purple 
fruits develop. Pink Cascade is true to 
its name, cascading boughs filled 
with pink flowers. Often there is, in 
the landscape, a narrow corner need- 
ing a tree for framing. Ideal is the 
Van Eseltine, which is fastigiate, or 
columnar, and spectacular with its 
near double pink flowers. Also pyra- 
midal is the pink-blossomed Strath- 
more. Either tree would do well as 
border plantings, as they reach a 
height of about 12 feet. 


Crabapple trees are appropriate for 


street trees. Radiant is one of the tall- 
er varieties. In the spring, the leaves 
are red, providing a dark background 
for light pink blossoms. The leaves 
turn green for the summer. The fruit 
is small and unmessy. 


American Beauty is a new cultivar 


with an upright growth pattern. Pic- 
ture a row of "these trees covered with 
double red blossoms when in ft'll 
bloom. White Angel blooms before '.ie 
leaves appear, giving the white ' jw- 
ers no competition, while displaying 


their beauty. The fruit takes on an 
outstanding red color persisting until 
the following spring. 


MANY AREAS IN the landscape 


lend themselves well to plant material 
which is clumped or shrubby in form. 
Borders, naturalistic settings, or cor- 
ner plantings often need the heavier 
lines provided by clump material. 
Growing in this form are the pink 
flowering McKamic and Profusion, or 
the white flowering Silver Moon or 
Sargent's crab. 


Crabapples do very well in the 


heavy clay soil prevalent in this area 
as long as they are in well-drained 
areas. Pruning is desirable ,for occa- 
sional thinning and removal of suck- 
ers. Water your tree during summer 
droughts. A good disease prevention 
practice is the removal of the fallen 
leaves in the fall. If the leaves start to 
spot during a cool wet spring, fhere 
are fungicides which will prevent fur- 
ther damage. 


Spring time is ideal for planting 


flowering crabapple trees as you can 
enjoy the bloom, the shade and the 
fruit as well!

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Time to catch bugs napping 


Take care 
with pesticides 


Pesticides can be a great help in 


controlling 
diseases, insects and 


weeds in your garden. But careless or 
incorrect use of pesticides can turn 
them into a liability. 


Keep the following rules in mind for 


safe use of pesticides in your garden: 


Read the label on the container, 


then read it again and follow Instruc- 
tions. Use pesticides only on crops 
designated on the label, at time and 
rate of application specified. 


Keep pesticides in a locked cabinet, 


away from food or feed and where 
children, irresponsible persons and 
pets can't get to them. 


Avoid breathing pesticide vapors or 


dusts. 


Wear rubber gloves when handling 


concentrated pesticides. If you spill a 
pesticide on, your hands or other body 
parts, wash thoroughly. 


You can stay a step ahead of de- 


structive bugs that spend the winter 
"resting" on the bark of your favorite 
trees and woody plants by applying a 
dormant spray before the growing 
season begins. 


This is a preventive spray used on 


trees and plants — particularly fruit 
trees, rose and berry bushes and or- 
namentals — while they are still leaf- 
less (in a dormant stage). It will be 
most effective If it is applied in early 
spring before buds open, while there 
is no place for insects to hide. 


THE BEST TIME to spray is on a 


calm, sunny morning when the tem- 
perature is at least 40 degrees and 
there is little danger of a freeze be- 
fore the plants can dry. 


Scale Insects and red spider mites 


are probably the two most important 
types of pests that dormant sprays 
control. These Insects usually span 
the fall to spring season as adults or 
eggs clinging to the branches and 
trunks of trees and plants. By spray- 
ing early, you can eliminate a poten- 
tial enemy who can destroy leaves 
and branches, often the entire plant 
or tree. 


The chemicals most commonly used 


in dormant spray formulations, usual- 
ly under trade names include: oil 
emulsions, miscible oil, lime sulphur, 
dinitros (DNC) and malathion. 


SOME DORMANT sprays are a 
Furnish water 


Water requirements for a vegetable 


garden, says the American Associ- 
ation of Nurserymen, are the equiva- 
lent of one inch of rainfall each week. 
In case there is no rain, the garden 
should receive a good soaking once a 
week. 


combination insecticide-fungicide that 
will control not only insect pests but 
many plant diseases. Always take 
time to read the spray label carefully 
and follow the directions. 


There is a wide choice of appli- 


cators to apply dormant spray, rang- 
ing from hand to power operated. 
When choosing a sprayer, remember 
that it must have sufficient reach and 
pressure to insure complete coverage. 
Every part of the tree, shrub or plant, 


How to avoid insect stings 


EACH YEAR MORE people are 


killed by bee stings alone than by all 
the poisonous snakes and reptiles in 
America. The medical profession is 
growing alarmed at the increasing 
number of fatal or near-fatal insect 
stings from around the country. 


There are certain sensible steps 


that can be followed to avoid stinging 
insects and lessen the chance of being 
stung. 


S e n s i t i v e persons should avoid 


wearing brightly colored clothing or 
flowery prints, both of which seem to 
attract insects. Black also attracs in- 
sects; bees in particular seemed ang- 
ered by dark colors. Recommended 
colors for outdoor wear include dull 
white, green, tan and khaki. Shoes 
should be worn at all times out of 
doors. 


Persons who are sensitive to insect 


stings should avoid strong perfumes 
used in cosmetics, hair sprays, hair 
tonics and sun tan lltions. Floral fra- 
g r a n c e s should be particularly 
avoided because Insects are attracted 
to them. 


SINCE FOOD ATTRACTS stinging 


insects, special care must be taken in 
handling, storing and disposing of 
food during warm weather. Food for 
picnics should always be transported 
in closed containers. When picnicking 
or eating in the open, spray the area 
around you with repellant chemicals 


(being careful not to get any of the 
chemicals in the food itself). Garbage 
cans, especially those in outside 
areas, should be cleaned and sprayed 
with insecticide. 


Remember that insects usually 


sting only when they are actually 
touched or when their nests are 
threatened. Be especially careful of 
any insect nests in your area. The best 
method of destroying a nest is to 
spray it afer dark, when the insects 
are sleeping inside. 


Tip to avoid making quick move- 


ments in the presence of stinging in- 
sects. Bees, wasps and yellow jackets 
are sensitive to sudden movement. 
They are more likely to attack a fast 
moving object than a stationary one 


Many physicians have pointed out 


the wisdom of having emergency ma- 
terials available in case a sensitive 
person js stung. Certain drugs can 
prove life-saving in an emergency sit- 
uation. In a recent editorial on insect 
allergy, Dr. Claude Frazier of Ashe- 
ville, N. C., emphasized the need to 
educate the physician, the para medi- 
cal and the layman about the dangers 
of insect stings in order to prevent 
needless deaths. They need to realize 
that first aid medication such as an 
insect sting kit is available and neces- 
sary. It can be utilized in an emergen- 
cy situation until a hospital or physi- 
cian can be reached.

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Repair winter-damaged trees,, evergreens 


Extreme cold temperatures may 


have damaged some tree trunks. Of- 
ten the bark is damaged due to the 
sap freezing under the bark. Damage 
usually occurs on smooth-barked trees 
on sunny days said James E. Schus- 
ter, horticulturist at the DuPage 
County Cooperative Extension Service 
in Wheaton. The sap is warmed dur- 
ing the day and then refreezes at 
night. Tnis thawing and freezing de- 
stroys the cells in the bark. As warm 
weather progresses, the damage be- 
comes more pronounced. 


Severe cold weather will cause sim- 


ilar damage even if the bark never 
got warm enough to thaw the sap. Ex- 
treme cold can cause the sap to ex- 
pand too much and thus rupture the 
bark cells. 


Do not try treating split bark till the 


weather is warmer (above freezing 
even at nights). You can cause even 
more damage by trying to treat the 
split bark while the weather is still 
cold. 


SMALL CRACKS that occur on very 


vigorous growing trees may heal on 
their own. However, slow growing 
trees with large splits in their bark 
should be properly treated in order to 
reduce the problem from wood decay. 


Use a sharp wood chisel to cut the 


loose bark back to where it is at- 
tached tn the wood. Schuster recom- 
mends that you leave a clean, smooth 
edge all around the split. Sterilize the 
exposed wound with a 50 per cent 
bleach solution. When the solution

without a yard 


Growing in containers mty be the 


answer if one lives in a condominium, 
apartment or some othe place where 
there is no yard says James E. Schus- 
ter. Extension Horticulturist at the 
DuPage County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service in Wheaton, 


Vegetables can be grown in contain- 


ers. They can be staked, trained on a 
trellis or left to hang over the sides of 
the containers. Some of the vegetables 
that do best in containers are leaf let- 
tuce, parsley, chard, kale, chives, cu- 
cumbers, squashes, swiss chard, pep- 
pers, green onions and tomatoes. To- 
mato varieties that do well in contain- 
ers include Small Fry, Tiny Tim, 
Pixie and Patio. 


A lightweight growing media that 


excessive water drains from, yet re- 
tains some moisture is required. In 
addition, periodic feedings with a wa- 
ter soluble fertilizer would also be re- 
quired for best results. 


To add a little more color to the 


container gardens, grow a few flowers 
in with the vegetables and herbs. Pe- 
tunias, marigolds, and geraniums do 
very well in containers.

Evergreens and yews have also suf- 


fered greatly this winter. Young 
growth was frozen, dried and killed 
by the high winds and sub zero tem- 
peratures, This damage can be seen 
now, but will become more evident 
later this spring. 


Don't attempt to prune away this 


damage too early. Allow the plant to 
make as much new growth as pos- 
sible. Then do your corrective and 
regular maintenance pruning in early 
July or after new growth matures. 


A LIGHT FERTILIZATION with a 


high nitrogen fertilizer analysis of 10- 
6-4 for N, P, and K in early April will 


help stimulate new growt' 


The new growth will corr.e from be- 


low the injured or dead areas on the 
evergreens. Some evergreens may 
have been so badly damaged that 
they are beyond saving. 


Junipers that have been damaged 


will look different. Andorra and Mey- 
er Junipers will probably be the most 
affected. The injury will appear as 
small dead tufts of foliage throughout 
the plant. Early it may appear yellow 
and then turn brown, in late spring or 
early summer. This damage can be 
helped with fertilization and watering 
if the soil is dry. If there, are large 
areas of dead material, prune it out 
early ir. July.

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13 students win Merit scholarship 


Thirteen area seniors have been 


named National Merit Scholars and 
winners of four-year merit scholar- 
ships sponsored by corporations. 


This is the first of three groups of 


names to be released In 1977. The sec- 
ond group will be students who have 
won $1,000 scholarships and the .third 


will be those who have won four-year 
scholarships sponsored by colleges.

Legal Laetrile 'worthless:' FDA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Food 


and Drug Administration Thursday 
said one state has legalized the drug 
Laetrile for cancer treatment and 10 
others may do so, but the FDA told 
the nation's doctors it still considers 
the preparation worthless. 


"Laetrile's promoters are more vo- 


cal and better organized today than in 
the past," the agency said in a "drug 
bulletin" sent to 700,000 doctors, hos- 
pital administrators and other health 
professionals across the country. 


"They are sponsoring seminars and 


conventions for cancer victims and 
their families. They are encouraging 
publication of articles in the press and 
appearances on 
radio 
and 
tele- 


vision talk shows to promote the drug 
as well as lobbying and organizing 
write in campaigns to influence state 


legislators and Congress." 


THE FDA SAID Alaska has legal- 


ized the drug and similar legislation 
is pending or will be introduced in 10 
other legislatures. 


When Laetrile was first introduced, 


it was offered as a "cure" for cancer, 
the FDA said. But recent promotions 
instead use such terms as "relief of 
pain" or "slows the cancer." 


"The evidence of 'efficacy' pre- 


sented by Laetrile promoters consists 
entirely of hearsay arguments and 
patients' testimonials," the agency 
said, 


"FDA and the National Cancer In- 


stitute have reviewed 'success stories' 
submitted 
by the most prominent 


promoter of Laetrile, a Mexican phy- 
sician, and failed to find evidence of 
therapeutic effect."

Portland visits Stadium, 


hopes for clinching win 


It 
might take an "impossible 


dream" to keep the Bulls alive In the 
National Basketball Assn, playoffs. 


The Bulls lost to the Trail Blazers, 


96-83, on the Portland court Tuesday 
night in the opener of their best-of- 
three playoff series. The Trail Blazers 
won the game in the closing minutes 
after the Bulls had come from behind 
to tie the score at 77-77. 


It was the seventh straight win for 


the Blazers over the Bulls, extending 
back to the midpoint of the 1975-76 
season. Even If the Bulls win tonight 
at the stadium in the second game of 
the series, they would be faced with 
the task of winning at Portland Sun- 
day afternoon. 


THE BULLS have lost 10 straight 


games at Portland, They have not 
won on the Blazers' floor since the 
first game of the 1973 season.

matter a great deal of thought and 
Dave Kingman has come to the con- 
clusion he has no more future with the 
Mets. He's absolutely convinced of 
that, and nobody's going to persuade 
him otherwise. 


He wants to be traded, which he has 


said before, except now he feels even 
stronger about it than ever, and nor- 
mally that wouldn't pose s>uch a great 
problem except for one thing — the 
Mets can't get what they want for him 
in return. 


When you speak with Kingman 


about the Yellowstone-like 
chasm 


which has grown between him and 
Mets' board chairman M. Donald 
Grant, he is utterly composed and re- 
laxed, not tense or uptight at all over 
the (act he and the club are so far 
apart,

native, is asking the Mets to put 
-$1,325,000 in the bank for him, and if 
they did that, it would come to 
$265.000 over five years. It would also 
cause unspeakable turmoil among a 
number of the Mets' other players, 
beginning with Tom Seaver, who is 
working for a base of $225,000. The 
Mets' last offer to Kingman was 
$200,000 a year and they told him that 
was final. 


"I've made up my mind I'm not 


gonna let this bother me anymore," 
says the 6-foot-6, 28-year-old home run 
hitter. "I'm happy. I'm just gonna go 
out and play baseball. After what's 
happened, there is no more future for 
me with this club anymore. I want to 
be traded. 11'ke playing for the Mets, 
but it's no use.1' 


D&ve Kingman might be surprised, 


even shocked, if he took a poll among 
his fellow players. Ballplayers always 
like to see one of their own earn as 
much as he can, and outwardly they 
root for him to get it because in the 
long run they feel that pushes the 
money ceiling higher for them also, 
but privately, most of Kingman's 
peers don't think he's a $265,000 ball 
player.

Who would 
know that better than me? 


I've talked with him and tried to 


tell him that, but he has his own 
ideas, so I gave up. Look how popular 
he became with the fans here in one 
year? He's making a big mistake 
looking to leave. You know how it is, 
though, once a guy gets something in 
his head, it's tough to get it out." 


At the Mets' home opener Tuesday, 


Dave Kingman was booed roundly 
when he was introduced before the 
game with the Cardinals although if 
you listened closely you could hear 


some cheers for him also. 


A Shea Stadium regular, who prints 


his own placards in huge.green and 
white letters, held one aloft near the 
visitors' 
dugout 
saying 
"Another 


Greedy Ballplayer" when Kingman 
came to bat the first time. Later in 
the contest when Kingman came up 
again, this same fan displayed a sec- 
ond sign saying "For Sale, Cheap." 


By Wednesday, the feeling toward 


Kingman among the fans seem to 
have softened somewhat. There were 
no more placards and not nearly so 
many boos as the first day when 
Kingman's name was announced in 
the batting order over the loudspeaker 
system. 


BUT HE GOT it again when Cardin- 


al Pitcher John Denny struck him out 
on a low curve ball in the seventh in- 
ning. Kingman came up for the last 
tune in the' ninth with two out, and 
there were some cheers when he rip 
ped a line drive single to left center in 
a game the Mets eventually lost, 7-3.

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Political game 
still follows 
U.S. gymnasts 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Indiana 


State's Roger Counsil says U.S. gym- 
nasts have come a long way, but they 
are still battling the politics and lob- 
bying that prevail on an international 
scale. 


"It's not who you are but who you 


know in international judging," said 
coach of the NCAA co-champions. 
"It's a very political game and im- 
age-building is a very important part 
of it." 


Counsil. who built ISU into a nation- 


al gymnastics oower in 13 years, said 
the U.S. Gymnastics Federation final- 
ly has become conscious of the 
"game" international judges play. 


"AS A RESULT, we are sending 


more and more gymnastics teams to 
foreign countries for exposure. A lot of 
lobbying is done among judges while 
in this country judging is purely sci- 
entific." 


Counsil said American gymnastics 


judges attend training courses, must 
keep abreast of rule changes and 
must be "very strict" to be certified 
for national meets. 


"The rest of the world should view 


us as a model, as far as judging is 
concerned," said the former Southern 
Illinois University gymnast, adding 
that competitors in ice skating and 
diving face a similar international 
judging conspiracy. 


"IT'S A SHAME athletics cannot 


exist for their own sake. The people in 
charge of ice skating and diving have 
put their house a bit more in order, 
but gymnastics has the furthest to go 
in any sport to be totally objective." 


Counsil said gymnastics in t h e 


United States has made great strides 
in the past few years and the level of 
competition is slowly closing the gap 
to the world-class Russian and Japa- 
nese athletes. 


ISU came from behind to tie Okla- 


homa for the NCAA crown in the re- 
cent championships at Tempe, Ariz., 
with junior Kurth Thomas winning the 
all-around title. 


"I HAVE BEEN in gymnastics for 


20 years and many judges who have 
been at it longer came up to Kurt and 
told him he's the best the U.S. has 
ever had." Counsil said. 


Thomas, a muscular 5-foot-5 from 


Hialeah, Fla., was a member of last 
year's U.S. Olympics team and plans 
to compete in at least two more Olym- 
pics before winding down his career. 
His nest two trips will take him to 
Bermuda and New Zealand, the latter 
as a member of the U.S. team.

"WE DON'T think about the Yan-

said Zimmer as he observed his club 
m batting practice from the comfort 
of the dugout at Comiskey Park. "We 
just go out there and play out game," 
he said with great seriousness 


The fact that nothing much excites 


Zimmer is hardly surprising At 46, 


Zimmer has been through a battle- 
scarred career in professional base- 
ball His troubles started — and near- 
ly ended — on a warm sutrmer night 
in 1953. 


Billed as the successoi to Pee Wee 


Reese, the great Dodger shortstop, 
Zimmer was leading the American 
Assn. in homers (23) and RBI (G31 
when he was hit in the head by a 
pitch thrown by Jim Kirk on July 7. 


It was weeks before Zimmer re- 


gained consciousness. The force of the 
impact detached botn retinas in his 
eyes and he had to spend many more 
\veeks flat on his back in the dark, 
completely still while the retinas 
healed 


BUT THE NEXT season, Zimmer 


started a checkered 12-year career in 
the major leagues. He never became 
the next Pee Wee Reese. Instead he 
bounced from the Dodgers to the 
Cubs, Mets, Reds and Washington 
Senators 


In .June of l')5b. he suffered a frac- 


tuied cheekbone when hit by a Hal 
Jeffcoat pitch and again was out for 
the year. 


Zimmer, who during his 
majoi 


league career played second, third, 
shortstop, the outfield and even catch- 
er, finished his playing career in 1966 
with the Toei Flyers of Japan. The 
next year he was managing the Reds 
system. 


Zimmer's fiist shot at major league 


managing came in 1972 when he suc- 
ceeded Preston Oomez as manager of 
the San Diego Paches. After a 80-102 
season in 1973. Zimmer was fired and

WHEN WAS THE FIRST POSTAGE 


STAMP USED' 


Before we had postage stamps, a fee 


for a letter was collected from the per- 
son receiving it instead of from the 
person who sent it This was often 
troublesome because it wasn't uncom- 
mon for letters to be refused Mnce the 
rate was often higher than the receiver 
was willing to pay 


Sir Rowland Hill in England was the 


first to propose charging the same fee 
for all letters sent and received in his 
country, rather than to have a fluctuat- 
ing rate His plan called for the pay- 
ment by sender and the use of stamps to 
show fees were paid The year of the 
world's first postage stamp was 1840. 
Private posts had been in operation 
since the 1600s 


Sir Hill's postage stamp idea was so 


successful that other countries were 
quick to establish similar systems 


Delivery of mail was a cumbersome 


affair in the olden days In 1657 Virginia 
passed a law requiring every planter to 
provide a messenger to carry dispatches 
as they arrived to the next plantation 
and so on until the mail reached its 
destination 


Just after the Revolutionary War 


broke out, Benjamin Franklin was named 
first postmaster general of the Con- 
tinental Congress In 1789 the service 
was placed under the Treasury Dept, 
and it gamed Cabinet status under 
President Andrew Jackson. 


The Canadian Post Office Dept w,as 


created in 1867, at the time of Confeder- 
ation 


Pony Express was an important part 


of the U S postage system This delivery 
by horse ran between Missouri, where 
the railroad ended, and California It 
was used in 1860 and 1861 and cut de- 
livery time by stagecoach in half The 
service was given up when the tele- 
graph went into operation 


During World War I, special mail at 


higher rates was transported in fast 
Army airplanes It was the start of air- 
mail service By 1926 it proved to be so 
popular that its transport was turned 
over to private companies Now most 
first-class mail is moved by airlines as 
part of a plan to speed up the entire 
service 


By 1900 stamp collecting became one 


of the most popular of ail pastimes. 
President Franklin D Roosevelt was 
an avid collector King George V of 
England was also a booster of the hobby, 
saying that an hour or two with his 
stamps relieved and refreshed his mind 
His collection was continued by George 
VI and is now being carried on by 
Queen Elizabeth II

Consumers and businessmen will 


not be financially hurt by the $50 tax 
rebate plan scrapped Thursday by 
President Carter, say area econo- 
mists, 
stockbrokers, bankers and 


retailers. 


"It's a move for the better," said 


Robert Genetski, economist for Harris 
Bank, Chicago. "The rebate would 
have been a very small difference." 


The rebate plan as a stimulus for 


the U.S. economy "doesn't make 
sense," Genetski said. 


CARTER ANNOUNCED Thursday 


that political and economic consid- 
erations prompted him not to seek the 
$50 per person rebate plan in Con- 
gress. Carter said he also was with- 
drawing his request for a $2.5 billion 
Investment tax credit. 


One step the President could take to 


boost the economy would be a cutback 
in the growth of the nation's money 
supply, the Harris economist said. 
This could make a big difference in 
the cost of living in two years, he 
said. 


Genetski said Carter's economic 


talk today will probably include "win- 
dow dressing" such as productivity 
and government deregulation pro- 
grams. 


"I never put a lot of stock into it," 


said Buffalo Grove National Bank 
president Michael Speziale of the re- 
bate proposal.

The Dow 
Jones average Thursday closed at 947, 
an 8.82 point gain from Wednesday's 
figure. 


James Lutz, executive vice presi- 


dent of merchandising for the Chi- 
cago-based Montgomery Ward retail 
chain, said Thursday that consumers 
will not be hurt by the rebate plan's 
demise. "We expect it will have no 
effect on retail sales," he said. 


President Carter, admitting politi- 


cal considerations were also a factor, 
withdrew his $50 tax rebate proposal 
Thursday on grounds the improving 
economy no longer needs the stimu- 
lus. In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides: 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of a political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off because I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve,' 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday. 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor hi his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package.

Harper College Board Chairman 


Shirley Munson charged Thursday 
that members of the college board are 
involved in a politically-motivated 
plot to temporarily prevent election of 
a new board chairman. 


Mrs. Munson made her charge after 


Thursday's scheduled board meeting 
\vas canceled when two trustees who 
were defeated in Saturday's election 
and another trustee failed to show up. 


Another defeated trustee, William 


Kelly, was hospitalized earlier this 
week with a heart attack, and a 
trustee Natalie Weber is out of town. 


!V1KS. MUNSON SCHEDULED an- 


other meeting of the board for 9 p.m. 
today in an effort to obtain the quo- 
rum needed to certify the results of 
Saturday's election. 


The trustees who failed to attend 


the meeting were defeated trustees 
Robert Rausch and Judith Troehler 
and trustee Jessalyn Nicklas. Mrs. 
Munson said the three did not come 
because "if there was no quorum, 
they would not be able to elect a 
chairman. They want to defer until 
Mrs. Weber gets back from vacation. 
This has tremendous political over- 
tones," 


Observers of the board said they be- 


lieve Mrs. Nicklas, Rausch and 
Troehler chose not to attend in order 
to give Mrs. Nicklas time to try and 
round up enough votes to elect a 
board chairman more friendly to Har- 
per Pres. Robert Lahti. 


The past chairman of the Harper 


board is the traditional seat of power 
at the college. There has been specu- 


lation that the defeat Saturday of 
Kelly, Rausch and Troehler would re- 
sult in a realignment of power on the 
board. 


A QUORUM OF THE outgoing 


board must convene to canvass the 
election before the three newly elect- 
ed board members Joan Klussman, 
Janet Bone and David Tomchek, can 
be sowrn in and a new chairman 
elected. 


The outgoing board has been split 


over whether to proceed with building - 
a second campus in Arlington Heights 
for the college in spite of a slight drop 
in enrollment of full-time students this 
year. Mrs. Munson had urged the 
board to dejiay expansion plans and 
the three newly elected board-mem- 
bers had campaigned urging that the 


second campus be considered with 
caution. 


The newly elected board members 


also had criticized the incumbents of 
not being independent enough of Har- 
per Pres.

"It's a move for the better." said

Dank. Chicago. "The rebate would 
have been a very small difference." 


The rebate plan'as a stimulus for 


the U.S. economy "doesn't make 
sense." Genetski said. 


CARTER ANNOUNCED Thursday 


that political and economic consid- 
erations prompted him not to seek the 
$50 per person rebate plan in Con- 
gress. Carter said he also was with- 
drawing his request for a $2.5 billion 
investment tax credit. 


One step the President could take to 


boost the economy would be a cutback 
in the growth of the nation's money 
supply, the Harris economist said. 
This could make a big difference in 
the cost of living in two years, he 
said. 


Genetski said Carter's economic

"We expect it will have no 
effect on retail sales," he said. 


President Carter, admitting politi- 


cal considerations were also a factor, 
withdrew his $50 tax rebate proposal 
Thursday on grounds the improving 
economy no longer needs the stimu- 
lus. In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides. 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of n political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off because I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday. 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor in his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package.

EDITH A. REGAN, 68, says she is 


not at all disappointed with Carter's 
decision.

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Buffalo Grove life recreated 


tVillager seeks out local history

Ted Uskali is racing against time to 


capture Buffalo Grove's past for fu- 
ture generations. 


"We're going to try to recreate his- 


tory," said Uskali, who has taken on 
the task of interviewing village old- 
timers for a proposed park district 
museum. 


"With the number of farms being 


sold each year there are fewer and 
fewer old-timers left in the village. 
There are still so many retired people 
living In the village, I want to make 
the rounds and interview them all," 
he said. 


Uskali, a descendant of one of the 


first German families in the area, ac- 
cepted the task after attending an or- 
ganizational meeting of the park dis- 
trict's museum committee. The dis- 
trict hopes to convert the Raupp Me- 
morial Building, 901 Bunham Ln. into 
a village museum. Officials estimate 


the project will cost $14,000 for remod- 
eling the building and $11,000 for a se- 
curity system to protect exhibits. 


USKALI already has interviewed 


six persons. From their recollections 
and from German family diaries dat- 
ing back to the 1800s, he has pieced 
together a look at early 
Buffalo 


Grove, he said. 


At the beginning of the 19th Centu- 


ry, Buffalo Grove was a buffalo graz- 
ing ground inhabited by the Potawa- 
tamie Indians who fought against the 
Americans in the Revolutionary War, 
Uskali said. 


The federal government forcibly re- 


moved the Indians in the 1830s and 
opened the land to settlement, he 
said. 


German Catholic families took ad- 


vantage of government grants to se- 
cure 160-acre farms in the Buffalo 
Grove area, he said. 


"THERE WAS A lot of hard back- 


breaking work that went into this 


land," Uskali said. The early settlers 
were primarily dairy farmers who 
raised what other foodstuffs they 
needed to survive, he said. 


Each morning, they hauled milk 


from their cattle to Wheeling or Apta- 
kisic where trains would carry it to 
Chicago for processing. By 1900, there, 
was a cheese factory in Buffalo Grove 
on Dundee Road, he said. 


And while they worked hard, they 


also were devoted to their church, St. 
Mary's, Uskali said. 


He has found records showing dona- 


tions of $300 for the church's 1912 an- 
niversary. 


"By today's standard's we don't see 


anything like that. In 1912, that was a 
lot of money. By our standards that 
would probably be around $5,000," Us- 
kali said.

Cheese plant 
kept farmers 
busy milking 


by JOHN N. FRANK 


The two-story, yellow-brick building 


at 150 W. Dundee Rd. is hardly notice- 
able with the shopping center on one 
side and the apartment complex on 
the other. 


But from 1902 to 1928, the life of 


Buffalo 
Grove's farmers 
revolved 


around that tiny structure. 


"That was the cheese factory over 


there. They all hauled their milk 
there. We used to haul our milk there, 
but I was only 6 or 7 years old," says 
Oscar J. Weidner, 110 N. Buffalo 
Grove Rd. 


"It was a family affair," says Al- 


phonse Weidner, son of George Weid- 
ner, who built the factory. 


GEORGE AND Hfe seven children 


ran the factory in the eastern half of 
the building while living in the west- 
ern half. 


"It was a beautiful place, it had 


hardwood floors and six bedrooms," 
Alphonse says of the residential part 
of the building. 


The factory consisted of a large 


storage area, the cheese-making area, 
basement storage and box storage 
on the top floor, he says. 


Today, small shops and offices oc- 


cupy the building. Remodeling of the 
interior has eliminated most vestiges 
of its past as a cheese factory. 


BUT THE FACTORY lives on in Al- 


phonse's memories of those bygone 
days. 


"About 8 o'clock in the morning the 


farmers came along. There were all 
gravel roads then with a little dingy 
railroad from Wheeling running along 
Dundee Road to haul gravel and ce- 
ment to pave Dundee," Weidner says. 


The dairy farmers came to sell 


their milk to the Weidners, who 
turned it into cheese. 


"We made all kinds, Limburger, 


American. It was a good smell," 
Weidner says. Once made, the cheese 
had to be aged, he says, recalling 
those 12-hour work days. 


"It had to lay on the shelves, you 


had to turn it around, that was aging 
it," he says. Once aged, it was hauled 
by horse and wagon to the Soo Line 
R.R. in Wheeling for shipment on

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Markus cares for cemetery 


Grave duties interrupt his day 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Thomas Markus never expected to 


be a cemetery caretaker when he 
signed on as Wheeling's assistant vil- 
lage manager. 


Yet, he is becoming something of an 


expert on graveyards since the village 
assumed ownership of the Wheeling 
Cemetery in 1976. 


The two-acre cemetery, which con- 


tains the graves of early Wheeling 
settlers and Civil War veterans, is on 
the south side of Dundee Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


Markus, whose job usually includes 


preparation of budgets and review of 


site plans, occasionally is interrupted 
in his daily routine by persons seeking 
information on the cemetery. 


"I'M A PART-TIME sexton," he 


said. "I've had people ask me to lo- 
cate burial sites or find where some- 
body is buried. I had one request from 
an individual in Kansas who wrote to 
find a relative," he said. 


As with other cemetery caretakers, 


Markus is expected to locate graves 
and certify burials. He said other as- 
pects of the burial, including hiring of 
a gravedigger, are handled by the 
morticians and family. 


The village also faces a serious 


problem in maintaining the historical 
cemetery, which has gravestones dat- 
ing back to 1839. 


"State law provides that we can't 


use the $10,000 turned over to the vil- 
lage. All we can use is the interest 
earned and that must go for maintain- 
ing the graves. We have no funds for 
improvements like a fence," he said. 


THE $10,000 WAS turned ever to the 


village by the Wheeling Cemetery 
Assn., which owned the property until 
1974. The association said it could no 
longer afford to care for the property 
and asked the village to preserve it as 
a village landmark. Last year, the vil- 


lage budgeted about $2,400 for mainte- 
nance. 


Only a few plots remain in the 


graveyard and any sales go to main- 
tain the property. 


Markus said with the tight financial 


situation, "It's difficult for us to put a 
fence around it unless we get some 
company to donate it." 


"The irony is that it's more difficult 


to maintain without the fence. We 
get vandalism in there," he said. 


Despite 
the financial 
problems, 


Markus said village public works 
crews are filling in low areas in the 
cemetery and trying to improve the 
site.

Students penned dialogue, created 


costumes, produced realistic sound ef- 
fects and even wrote musical jingles 
for their products. 


WRITING AND ACTING out TV 


commercials is an idea that came 


from the Schaumburg Township Dist. 
54 ineraction language arts curricu- 
lum, which allows students to choose 
a variety of reading and language ac- 
tivities. Putting the commercials on 
tape so students can see their per- 
formances is one advantage of having 
the new equipment, Ms. Feldman 
said. 


The district's four junior highs each 


have a videotape camera and tape 
deck now, but they were "traveling 
items" last year and were rotated be- 
tween the schools, she said. 


"Now that we have them in our 


building, they get a lot more use and 
we get a better product," she said. 


The portable camera often can be

The Thacker Street farmhouse was 


& stately old homestead at one time, 
neighbors said. 


But in the past decade, the paint 


began peeling, windows were 
left 


broken and a backyard shed col- 
lapsed. Worst of all, they said, the 
farmland surrounding the house in 
Des Plaines became a 
dumping 


ground for garbage and other debris, 
& home for rats and a health hazard. 


After i long history of complaints to 


Des Plaines City Hall, the property 
owner Thursday ordered his care- 
taker to clean up the area. The city 
building department vowed to inspect 
the area today. 


JULItS COHEN, 568 Ida Ct., Mount 


Prospect, owns the property at 463 
Thacker St. Next year he plans to 
tear down the house and start work on 
a 147-lot subdivision on the site. 


In the meantime, Cohen said he is 


letting Michael Whelan, owner of the 
Whelan Nursery, Arlington Heights, 
use the property at no cost to house 
the family of a nursery employe. At 
least one family with four children 
lives there. 


Whelan does landscaping work for 


Cohen's contracting company, Julson 
Builders, Inc., Mount Prospect. Whe- 
lan is also responsible for upkeep of 
the property, Cohen said, adding he 
never gave the company permission 
to dump on the property. 


But neighbors said Whelan and 


many others have dumped debris and 
even raw garbage. Whelan admits 
dumping debris on the property. 


"I can't look out my window with- 


out seeing the garbage," Bernadett 
Incledon, 
S06 Thacker 
St., 
said. 


"When I make my bed, I brush my 
kids' hair, I look up and there's gar- 
bage." 


COHKN SAID he realizes illegal 


dumping occurs, but blamed Des 
Plaines police for allowing it. "That 
debris is brought in by outside people. 


I can't police it," he said. 


Two weeks ago, a large pile of de- 


bris was leveled and garbage was re- 
moved from the property, Cohen said. 
The city recently inspected the land 
and could find no health violations, he 
said. 


A visit to the property Wednesday 


showed tires, rusted metal, tin cans 
and wooden planks scattered all over 
the property. 


The collapsed shed was full of old 


furniture, toys and clothes. 


COHEN PROMISED to clean up 


any debris. He said he was unaware 
of the collapsed shed and broken win- 
dows, although neighbors said both 
conditions have existed for months. 


"I own the property, but I don't 


sleep there," he said. 


Cohen talked with Whelan Thurs- 


day, ordering him to tear down the 
shed and haul it away by May 15. He 
also told Whelan to fix the broken 
windows and have the house in good 
shape by today, when the health, zon- 
ing and building inspectors visit. 


"I'd like to see these people have a 


place to live. But it' they (Whelan) 
don't take care of it, I won't allow 
them to live there," Cohen said. 


Michael Richardson, Des Plaines di- 


rector of planning and zoning, said he 
decided to make the inspection be- 
cause a neighbor complained two 
families are living in the house, which 
is zoned for single-family occupancy.

Consumers and businessmen will 


not be financially hurt by the $50 tax 
rebate plan scrapped Thursday by 
President Carter, say area econo- 
mists, stockbrokers, 
bankers and 


retailers. 


"It's a move for the better," said 


Robert Genetski, economist for Harris 
Bank. Chicago. "The rebate would 
have been a very small difference." 


The rebate plan as a stimulus for 


the U.S. economy "doesn't make 
sense." Genetski said. 


CARTER ANNOUNCED Thursday 


that political and economic consid- 
erations prompted him not to seek the 
$50 per person rebate plan in Con- 
gress. Carter said he also was with- 
drawing his request for a $2,5 billion 
investment tax credit. 


One step the President could take to 


boost the economy would be a cutback 
in the growth of the nation's money 
supply, the Harris economist said. 
This could make a big difference in 
the cost of living in two years, he 
said. 


Genetski said Carter's economic 


talk today will probably include "win- 
dow dressing" such as p-.oductivity 
and government deregulation pro- 
grams. 


"I never put a lot of stock into It," 


said Buffalo Grove National Bank 
president Michael Speziale of the re- 
bate proposal. "As a banker, I don't 
think it \vould have much impact." 


Consunmers would not have spent

President Carter, admitting politi- 


cal considerations were also a factor, 
withdrew his $50 tax rebate proposal 
Thursday on grounds the improving 
economy no longer needs the stimu- 
lus. In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides. 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of a political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off becauS.I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly 
favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 


D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday. 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor h his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package.

or bitter because Carter changed his 
mind. 


"He can't do everything he wants 


to," Mrs. Haske said. "He has to 
work with the Senate and the Con- 
gress."

EDITH A. REGAN. 68, says she is 


not at ali disappointed with Carter's 
decision.

tory," said Uskali, who has taken on 
the task of interviewing village old- 
timers for a proposed park district 
museum.

sold each year there are fewer and 
fewer old-timers left in the village. 
There are still so many retired people 
living in the village, I want to make 
the rounds and interview them all," 
he said. 


Uskali, a descendant of one of the

first German families in the area, ac- 
cepted the task after attending an or- 
ganizational meeting of the park dis- 
trict's museum committee. The dis- 
trict hopes to convert the Raupp Me- 
morial Building, 901 Bunham Ln. into 
a village museum. Officials estimate 
the project will cost $14,000 for remod- 
eling tlie building am! $11,000 for a se- 
curity system to protect exhibits. 


USKALI already has interviewed 


six persons. From their recollections' 
and from German family diaries dat- 
ing back to the 1800s, he has pieced 
together a look ai early 
Buffalo 


Grove, he said. 


At the beginning of the 19th Centu- 


ry, Buffalo Grove was a buffalo graz- 
ing ground inhabited by the Potawa- 
tamie Indians who fought against the 
Americans,in the Revolutionary War, 
Uskali said. 


The lederal government forcibly re- 


moved the Indians in the 1830s and 
opened the land to settlement, he 
said. 


German Catholic families took ad- 


vantage of government grants to se- 
cure 160-acre farms in the Buffalo 
Grove area, he said. 


"THERE WAS A lot of hard back- 


breaking work that went into this 
land," Uskali said. Tfte early settlers 
were primarily dairy farmers who 
raised what other foodstuffs 
they 


needed to survive, he said. 


Each morning, they hauled milk 


from their cattle to Wheeling or Apta- 
kisic where trains would carry it to 
Chicago for processing. By 1900, there 
was a cheese factory in Buffalo Grove 
on Dundee Road, he said. 


And while they worked hard, they 


also were devoted to their church, St. 
Mary's, Uskali said. 


He has found records showing dona- 


tions of $300 for the church's 1912 an- 
niversary. 


"By today's standard's we don't see 


anything like that In 1912, that was a 
lot of money. By our standards that 
would probably be ai ound $5,000," Us- 
kali said. 


THE NAMES OF those first settlers 


are familiar ones to area residents. 
Usakli has determined that John 
George Weidner and Eva Spoerlein 
Weidner were the first family to settle 
in the area around 1836. 


The Raupps, Leikams and 
Fer- 


nbachs were to follow as the 1800s 
rolled into a new century, Uskali said. 


By 1900 there were only five roads 


i n town, Uskali 
said.

Uskali said he hopes to bring the

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Factory part of local past 
Farmers used to cheese-it here 


by JOHN N. FRANK 


The two-story, yellow-brick building 


at 150 W. Dundee Rd. is hardly notice- 
able with the shopping center on one 
side and the apartment complex on 
the other. 


But from 1902 to 1928, the life of 


Buffalo 
Grove's farmers revolved 


around that tiny structure. 


"That was the cheese factory over 


there. They all hauled their milk 
there. We used to haul our milk there, 
but I was only 6 or 7 years old," says 
Oscar J. Weidner, 110 N. Buffalo 
Grove Kd. 


"It was a family affair," says Al- 


phonse Weidner, son of George Weid- 
ner, who built the factory. 


OEORGE AND HIS seven children 


ran the factory in the eastern half of 
the building while living in the west- 
ern half. 


"It was a beautiful place, it had 


hardwood floors and six bedrooms," 
Alphonse says of the residential part 
of the building. 


The factory consisted of a large 


storage area, the cheese-making area, 
basement storage and box storage 
on the top floor, he says. 


Today, small shops and offices oc- 


cupy the building. Remodeling of the 
interior has eliminated most vestiges 
of its past as a cheese factory. 


BUT THE FACTORY lives on in Al- 


phonse's memories of those bygone 
days. 


"About 8 o'clock in the morning the 


farmers came along. There were all 
gravel roads then with a little dingy 
railroad from Wheeling running along 
Dundee Road to haul gravel and ce- 
ment to pave Dundee,1' Weidner says. 


The dairy farmers came to sell 


their milk to the Weidners, who 
turned it into cheese. 


"We made all kinds, Limburger, 


American. It was a good smell," 
Weidner says. Once made, the cheese 
had to be aged, he says, recalling 
those 12-hour work days. 


"It had to lay on the shelves, you 


had to turn it around, that was aging 
it," he says. Once aged, it was hauled 
by horse and wagon to the Soo Line 
R.R. in Wheeling for shipment on 
"The Whey Express" to Chicago, he 
says. 


BUT BY 1928, Chicago dairymen 


were coming out to Buffalo Grove, of- 
fering farmers more for their milk 
than the Weidners were getting for 
cheese, Alphonse says. 


So George Weidner closed the facto- 


ry in 1928 and concentrated on dairy 
farming. 


THE YELLOW-BRICK house at ISO W. Dundee Rd. 
was once the focal point -for Buffalo Grove's dairy 
•farmers. Each morning they brought their milk to 


the Weidner cheese factory in the building and 
took home whey to feed their hogs. The .factory 
operated from 1902 untl 1928.

The parking garage was supposed 


to be secure. 


For $25 a month extra, tenants at 


the Walden Apartments in Schaum- 
burg are given space inside the under- 
ground garage. It takes a special key 
to enter the building. 


For Fred Didio all this security has 


done no good. Wednesday morning, 
for the second time in six weeks, his 
$10,000 Corvette autoiriobile was sto- 
len from the underground garage. 


POLICE SAY he and others at the 


apartment complex are the victims of 
a sophisticated auto theft ring. 


Didio's car was one of two 1977 Cor- 


vettes stolen from the Walden garage 
Wednesday. 


The same morning, Hoffman Es- 


tates police investigated two Corvette 
thefts from the same type of garage 
at the Barrington Lakes Apartments 
near Hassell and Barrington roads. 


Karen McBride, Walden's rental 


manager, said the garage is equipped 
with a security system and doors are 
opened with electronic cards issued to 
tenants who pay an extra $25 a month 
to use the underground parking area. 


"We are working really closely with 


the Schaumburg police to find the cul- 
prits. The only thing we can figure is 
that sometimes a car doesn't stop im- 
mediately when it enters the garage 
and the door will stay up for another 
minute allowing someone else to scoot 
in behind," Ms. McBride said.

O'Connell said his department follow- 
ed the same procedure and patrolmen 
have been alerted "to keep their eyes 
open" for Corvettes. 


"I wouldn't say we have had a rash 


of these car thefts, but it's not the 
usual 'joyride' situation either be- 
cause none of them has been recov- 
ered," O'Connell said. 


DON FETKE, AN Arlington Heights 


agent for Allstate Insurance Co., said 
his firm does not insure Corvettes and 
several other sports car models be- 
cause of the high risk. 


"If someone approached me, even if 


he is married and has a perfect driv- 
ing record, I wouldn't insure his Cor- 
vette," Fetke said. He said the car is 
"very atteactive to thieves" and has a 
Fiberglas body "which is easily bro- 
ken into and expensive to repair." 


But Didio doesn't know about repair 


costs.He hasn't been able to keep his 
cars long enough to find out. 


"I'm not going to get a third Cor- 


vette," he said. "I'm in the process of 
buying a (Datsun) 280-2, but it makes 
me really furious that these thefts 
keep me from driving the car I really 
want," he said.

Prospect, owns the property at 463 
Thacker St. Next year he plans to 
tear down the house and start work on 
a 147-lot subdivision on the site. 
• In the meantime, Cohen said he is 
Setting Michael Whelan, owner of the 
fthelan Nursery, Arlington Heights, 
ase the property at no cost to house 
the family of a nursery employe. At 
feast one family with four children 
Mves there. 
" Whelan does landscaping work for 
Cohen's contracting company, Julson 
Builders, Inc., Mount Prospect. Whe- 
lan is also responsible for upkeep of 
the property, Cohen said, adding he 
never gave the company permission 
fo dump on the property. 
" But neighbors said Whelan and 
Uiany others have dumped debris and 
«ven raw garbage. Whelan admits 
dumping debris on the property. 
1 "I can't look out my window with- 
dut seeing the garbage," Bernadett 
fiicledon, 
506 Thacker St., said. 


"When I make my bed, I brush my 
kids' hair, I look up and there's gar- 
bage." 
.COHKN SAID he realizes illegal 
dumping occurs, 
but blamed Des 


Plaines police for allowing it. "That 


debris is brought in by outside people. 
I can't police it," he said. 


Two weeks ago, a large pile of de- 


bris was leveled and garbage was re- 
moved from the property, Cohen said. 
The city recently inspected the land 
and could find no health violations, he 
said.

"I'd tike to see these people have a 


place to live. But if they (Whelan) 
don't take care of it, I won't allow 
them to live there," Cohen said.

Grave duties interrupt day 
of Wheeling's Markus

Thomas Markus never expected to 


be a cemetery caretaker when he 
signed on as Wheeling's assistant vil- 
lage manager. 


Yet, he is becoming something of an 


expert on graveyards since the village 
assumed ownership of the Wheeling 
Cemetery in 1976. 


The two-acre cemetery, which con- 


tains the graves of early Wheeling 
settlers and Civil War veterans, is on 
the south side of Dundee Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


Markus, whose job usually includes 


preparation of budgets and review of 
site plans, occasionally is interrupted 
in his daily routine by persons seeking 
information on the cemetery. 


"I'M A PART-TIME sexton," he 


said. "I've had people ask me to lo- 
cate burial sites or find where some- 
body is buried. I had one request from 
an individual in Kansas who wrote to 
find a relative," he said. 


As with other cemetery caretakers, 


Markus is expected to locate graves 
and certify burials. He said other as- 
pects of the burial, including hiring of 
a gravedigger, are handled by the 
morticians and family. 


The village also faces a serious 


problem in maintaining the historical 
cemetery, which has gravestones dab- 
ing back to 1839. 


"State law provides that we can't 


use the $10,000 turned over to the vil- 
lage. All we can use is the interest 
earned and that must go for maintain- 
ing the graves. We have no funds for 
improvements like a fence," he said. 


THE $10,000 WAS turned over to the 


village by the Wheeling Cemetery 
Assn., which owned the property until 
1974. The association said it could no 
longer afford to care for the property 
and asked the village to preserve it as 
a village landmark. Last year, the vil- 
lage budgeted about $2,400 for mainte- 
nance. 


Only a few plots remain in the 


graveyard and any sales go to main- 
tain the property. 


Markus said with the tight financial 


situation, "It's difficult for us to put a 
fence around it unless we get some 
company to donate it."

Bank, Chicago. "The rebate would 
have been a very small difference." 


The rebate plan as a stimulus for 


the U.S. economy "doesn't 
make 


sense," Genetski said. 


CARTER ANNOUNCED Thursday 


that political and economic consid- 
erations prompted him not to seek the 
$50 per person rebate plan in Con- 
gress. Carter said he also was with- 
drawing his request for a $2.5 billion 
investment tax credit. 


One step the President could take to 


boost the economy would be a cutback 
in the growth of the nation's money 
supply, the Harris economist said. 
This could make a big difference in 
the cost of living in two years, he 
said. 


Genetski said Carter's economic 


talk today will probably include "win- 
dow dressing" such as productivity 
and government deregulation pro- 
grams.

In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides. 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of a political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off because I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday. 


Cartel- said the single most impor- 


tant factor in his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales, He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December.

In the past two years, Leo Haske of 


Elk Grove Village has suffered a Wo- 
ken neck, a heart attack and hard- 
ening of the arteries.

pital in the area," said the 71-year-old 
retiree. "And each time it costs you 
money. Insurance doesn't pay for ev- 
erything." 


Haske and his wife May live on So- 


cial Security. They say they really 
could have used the $50 tax rebate 
President Carter was expected to give 
then decided not to grant. 


"I THINK IT was very poor of him 


to do that," Haske snd. 


Besides having to spend their own 


money for specialists and hospitals, 
the Haskes pay a great deal for medi- 
cine. "He takes nine pills a day," 
Mrs. Haske said. 


But the Haskes, like many of their 


neighbors in the Village Grove Apart- 
ments for the elderly, are not angry 
or bitter because Carter changed his 
mind. 


"He can't do everything he wants 


to," Mrs. Haske said. "He has to 
work with the Senate and the Con- 
gress." 


"You have to give the man a 


chance," said Haske, who voted fon 
Ford. 


EDITH A. REGAN, 68, says she is 


not at all disappointed with Carter's 
decision. "Oh, no, I don't feel bad 
about it. Fifty dollars — what can you 
do with that?" 


Mrs. Regan, a widow of 10 years, 


lives with her twin sister at Village 
Grove. They live on Social Security 
"and a little interest from the bank." 
They pay $185 a month for rent and 
most of the rest goes toward the 
phone hill, electricity and Mrs. Re- 
gan's car. "We have very little left 
over for amusements," she said. 


But Mrs. Regan feels the money 


could go to better use, "Fifty dollars 
is not a lot of money, but if you put it 
all together it is, and you could do 
something for the unemployed and the 
young people," she said. 


Some people really need the $50, she 


said, but not her or her sister. 


"WE ECONOMIZE," she said. "We

Ted IJbkali is racing against time to 


capture Buffalo Grove's past for fu- 
ture generations. 


"We're going to try to recreate his- 


tory," ^aid Uskali. who has taken on 
HH? task of interviewing village old- 
timers for a proposed park district 


"With the number of farms being 


sold each year there are fewer and 
fewer old-timers left in the village. 
There \r«? still so many retired people 
(mug in the village, 1 want to make 
the rounds and interview them all," 
he bai'l. 


Uskali, a descendant of one of the 


first German families in the area, ac- 
cepted tl'e task after attending an or- 
ganizational meeting of the park dis- 
trict's museum committee. The dis- 
trict hopes to conveit the Raupp Me- 
morial Building, 901 Bunham Ln. into 
a village museum. Officials estimate 
the project will cost M4.000 for remod- 
eling the building an'1, $11,000 for a se- 
curity system to protect exhibits. 


t'SKALI already has interviewed 


six persons From their recollections 
and from German family diaries dat- 
ing back to the 1800s, he has pieced 
together a 
look at early 
Buffalo 


Grove, he said. 


At the beginning of the 19th Centu- 


ry, Buffalo Grove wns a buffalo graz- 
ing ground inhabited by the Potawa- 
tamie Indians who fought against the 
Americans in the Revolutionary War, 
Uskali said. 


The federal government forcibly re- 


moved the Indians in the 1830s and 
opened the land to settlement, he 
said. 


German Catholic families took ad- 


vantage of government grants to se- 
cure 151-acre farms in the Buffalo 
Grove area, he said. 


"THtHE WAS A lot of hard back- 


breaking work that went into this 
land," Uskali said. The early settlers

Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase hi in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly 
favorable. Rep. 
Henry Reuss, 


D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday. 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor in his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package.

Elderly show no anger 
over loss of tax rebate

In the past two years, Leo Haske of 


Elk Grove Village has suffered a bro- 
ken neck, a heart attack and hard- 
ening of the arteries. 


"I've been in pretty near every hos- 


pital in the area," said the 71-year-old 
retiree. "And each time it costs you 
money. Insurance doesn't pay for ev- 
erything." 


Haske and his wife May live on So- 


cial Security. They say they really 
could have used the $50 tax rebate 
President Carter was expected to give 
then decided not to grant. 


"I THINK IT was very poor of him 


to do that," Haske s?id. 


Besides having to spend their own 


money for specialists and hospitals, 
the Haskes pay a great deal for medi- 
cine. "He takes nine pills a day," 
Mrs.'Haske said. 


But the Haskes, like many of their 


neighbors in the Viliage Grove Apart- 
ments for the elderly, are not angry 
or bitter because Carter changed his 
mind. 


"He can't do everything he wants 


to," Mrs. Haske said. "He has to 
work with the Senate and the Con- 
gress." 


"You have to give the man a 


chance," said Haske, who voted for 
Ford. 


EDlTH A. REGAN, 68, says she is 


not at all disappointed with Carter's 
decision. "Oh, no, I don't feel bad 
about it. Fifty dollars — what can you 
do with that?" 


Mrs. Regan, a widow of 10 years, 


lives with her twin sister at Village 
Grove. They live on Social Security 
"and a little interest from the bank." 
They pay $185 a month for rent and 
most of the rest goes toward the 
phone bill, electricity and Mrs. Re- 
gan's car. "We have very little left 
over for amusements," she said. 


But Mrs. Regan feels the money 


could go to better use. "Fifty dollars 
is not a lot of money, but if you put it 
all together it is, and you could do 
something for the unemployed and the 
young people," she said. •

The parking garage was supposed 


to be secure. 


For $25 a month extra, tenants at

For Fred Didio all this security has 


done no good. Wednesday morning, 
for the second tune in six weeks, his 
$10,000 Corvette automobile was sto- 
len from tha underground garage. 


POLICE SAY he and others at the 


apartment complex are the victims of 
a sophisticated auto theft ring. 


Didio's car was one of two 1977 Cor- 


vettes stolen from the Walden garage 
Wednesday. 


The same morning, Hoffman Es- 


tates police investigated two Corvette 
thefts from the same type of garage 
at the Harrington Lakes Apartments 
near Hassell and Harrington roads. 


Karen McBride, Walden's rental 


manager, said the garage is equipped 
with a security system and doors are 
opened with electronic cards issued to 
tenants who pay an extra $25 a month 
to use the underground parking area. 


"We are working really closely with 


the Schaumburg police to find the cul- 
prits. The only thing we can figure is 
that sometimes a car doesn't stop im- 
mediately when it enters the garage 
and the door will stay up for another 
minute allowing someone else to scoot 
in behind," Ms. McBride said. 


LT. DAVID KUJAWA said Schaum- 


burg detectives are investigating the 
car thefts. He said they are not iso- 
lated to the Walden area. 


"We have had reports from other 


parts of the village, too and we are 
following up," he said. "But the prob- 
lem does not appear unique to 
Schaumburg and it does appear to be 
an organized affair." 


Kujawa said stolen auto reports are 


fed into a computer which provides 
the information to all other police de- 
partments in the state. " 


"If a Corvette is stopped anywhere 


in Illinois, it will be checked," Ku- 
jawa said. 


Hoffman Estates Police Chief John 


O'Connell said his department follow- 
ed the same procedure and patrolmen 
have been alerted "to keep their eyes 
open" for Corvettes. 


"I wouldn't say we have had a rash 


of these car thefts, but it's not the 
usual 'joyride' situation either be- 
cause none of them has been recov- 
ered," O'Connell said. 


DON FETKE, AN Arlington Heights 


agent for Allstate Insurance Co., said 
his firm does not insure Corvettes and 
several other sports car models be- 
cause of the high risk. 


"If someone approached me, even if 


he is married and has a perfect driv- 
ing record, I wouldn't insure his Cor- 
vette," Fetke said. He said the car is 
"very atteactive to thieves" and has a 
Fiberglas body "which is easily bro- 
ken into and expensive to repair.'' 


But Didio doesn't know about repair 


costs.He hasn't been able to keep his 
cars long enough to find out. 


"I'm not going to get a third Cor- 


vette," he said. "I'm in the process-of 
buying a (Datsun) 280-2, but it makes 
me really furious that these, thefts 
keep me from driving the car I really 
want," he said.

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Cop pact talks 
reach impasse 
over holidays 


Police contract negotiations have 


broken down in Hoffman Estates, with 
each side charging the other has ac- 
ted in bad faith. 


An impasse was declared Thursday 


afternoon in a statement released by 
Joe Rlnella, a member of the Frater- 
nal Order of Police Lodge 40 negotia- 
tion committee. 


In a hastily called press conference 


Thursday night, Village Mgr. George 
P. Longmeyer, chief negotiator for 
the village, responded that he had 
thought a settlement was near and ac- 
cused the FOP of "playing politics" 
with Tuesday's village election by 
making its statement. 


AT ISSUE appears to be an FOP 


request that police sargeants be per- 
mitted an additional two holidays. 


Rinella said FOP members are "not 


cstatic," but appear willing to accept 
the latest village salary offer, which 
calls for 5.8 per cent pay increases for 
most policemen in each of the next two 
years. 


He said FOP members are holding 


out for an increase in the num- 
ber of sergeants' holidays from eight 
to 10. a request that he said the vil- 
lage has rejected, 


"The Village of Hoffman Estates 


has failed to bargain in good faith, the 
reason for that being that at our last 
meeting, we were given an ultimatum 
of accepting or rejecting an offer 
rather than negotiating the point," 
Rinella said in his statement. 


LONGMEYER SAID that while he 


had referred to the offer made at the 
March 30 meeting as "our final" of- 
fer, "Every offer's the last offer" 
when negotiating. 


He added that he had met informal- 


ly with Rinella Monday and had 
promised to take the holiday issue to 
the village board for its consideration 
no later than April 18 after Rinella 
said it was the "critical" issue block- 
ing a settlement. 


"I think they are negotiating in bad 


faith." Longmeyer said. "In my opin- 
ion, they are trying to play politics. 
They release a statement two days 
before an election at which the major- 
ity of the board is up for election." 


There are 16 days left before a con- 


tract must be signed, he said. 


LONGMEYER said that following 


the counteroffer to the village board 
as planned because "apparently I 
have nothing to bring." The next step 
in the negotiations is up to the FOP, 
he added. 


"It's up to them; they know where 


my office is," Longmeyer said. 


Rinella said he did not know what 


the FOP's next move would be. Under 
its agreement with the village, the 
group can ask for a hearing before 
the board or request fact-finding for 
binding arbitration. 


Longmeyer said that he had offered 


to let FOP negotiators go before the 
board. He questioned why police ne- 
gotiators "violated their own con- 
tract" by ignoring "impass proce- 
dure."

In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides. 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of a political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off because I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now," 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debater! 
on the floor Monday. 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor in his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go .to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package. '

In the past two years, Leo Haske of

pital in the area," said the 71-year-old 
retiree. "And each time it costs you 
money. Insurance doesn't pay for ev- 
erything." 


Haske and his wife May live on So- 


cial Security. They say they really 
could have used the $50 tax rebate 
President Carter was expected to give 
then decided not to grant. 


"I THINK IT was very poor of him 


to do that," Haske srid. 


Besides having to spend their own 


money for specialists and hospitals, 
the Haskes pay a great deal for -medi- 
cine. "He takes nine pills a day,"

ments fur the elderly, are not angry 
or bitter because Carter changed his 
mind. 


"He can't do everything he wants 


to," Mrs. Haske said. "He has to 
work with the^.

chance," said Haske, who voted for 
Ford. 


EDITH A. REGAN. 68, says she is 


not at all disappointed with Carter's 
decision. "Oh, no, I don't feel bad 
about it. Fifty dollars — what can you 
do with that?" 


Mrs. Regan, a widow of 10 years, 


lives with her twin sister at Village 
Grove. They live on Social Security 
"and a little interest from the bank." 
They pay $185 a month for rent and 
most of the rest goes toward the 
phone bill, electricity and Mrs. Re- 
gan's car. "We have very little left 
over for amusements,'' she said. 


But Mrs. Regan feels the money 


could go to better use. "Fifty dollars 
is not a lot of money, but if you put it 
all together it is, and you could do 
something for the unemployed and the 
young people," she said. 


Some people really need the $50, she 


said, but not her or her sister.

Rolling Meadows residents will con- 


tinue to get free scavenger service, 
and the "city eventually may hire a 
private firm to pick up garbage in 
residential areas.

1st, told the council the city probably 
could save money by paying a private 
scavenger service to pick up garbage. 
He said the city still- could provide 
residents with garbage bags. 


"We could drop the $3 fee and still 


save money," Neuckranz said. "We 
wouldn't have to buy and maintain 
equipment and we could cut down on 
payroll and pensions." 


The council agreed to have the city 


manager and Public Works Director 
John Hennessy study the possibility. 
They also agreed to hold off on buying 
new equipment until the results of the 
study are known. 


"This way, if it doesn't work out, 


the money will still be there," Neuck- 
ranz said. 


GREEN SAID THE study may take 


up to six months. 


Neuckranz acknowledged that his 


plan could eliminate some Jobs in the 
public works department. "It may put 
people out of work if we couldn't rear- 
range those people," he said. "It 
would be up to the city manager." 


The city employes five refuse col- 


lectors and pays them between $5.28 
and $6.74 per hour. 


Green said he could aot predict how

year was $409,673 and is expected to 
rise to $562,716 this year. Green said 
the elimination of the fee will require 
cuts in the garbage department ex- 
penditures.

Unless substantial cuts are made, 


the budget will require an estimated

Markus cares for cemetery 


Grave duties interrupt his day

Thomas Markus never expected to 


be a cemetery caretaker when he 
signed on as Wheeling's assistant vil- 
lage manager. 


Yet, he is becoming something of an 


expert on graveyards since the village 
assumed ownership of the Wheeling 
Cemetery in 1976. 


The two-acre cemetery, which con- 


tains the graves of early Wheeling 
settlers and Civil War veterans, is on 
the south side of Dundee Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


Markus, whose job usually includes 


preparation of budgets and review of 


site plans, occasionally is interrupted 
in his daily routine by persons seeking 
information on the cemetery. 


"I'M A PART-TIME sexton," he 


said. "I've had people ask me to lo- 
cate burial sites or find where some- 
body is buried. I had one request from 
an individual in Kansas who wrote to 
find a relative," he said. 


As with other cemetery caretakers, 


Markus is expected to locate graves 
and certify burials. He said other as- 
pects of the burial, including hiring of 
a gravedigger, are handled by the 
morticians and family. 


The village also faces a serious 


problem in maintaining the historical 
cemetery, which has gravestones dat- 
ing back to 1839. 


"State law provide? that we can't 


use the $10,000 turned over to the vil- 
lage. All we can use is the interest 
earned and that must go for maintain- 
ing the graves. We have no funds for 
improvements like a fence," he said. 


THE $10,000 WAS turned over to the 


village by the Wheeling Cemetery 
Assn., which owned.the property until 
1974. The association said it could no 
longer afford to care for the property 
and asked the villagr to preserve it as 
a village landmark. Last year, the vil- 


.'„! ;H, 
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lage budgeted about $2,400 for mainte- 
nance. 


Only a few plots remain in the 


graveyard and any sales go to main- 
tain the property. 


Markus said with the tight financial 


situation, "It's difficult for us to put a 
fence around it unless we get some 
company to donate it.'' 


"The irony is that it's more difficult 


to maintain without the fence. We 
get vandalism in there," he said. 


Despite the

Markus said villagt public works 
crews are filling in low areas in the 
cemetery and trying to improve the 
site. 


Parents want more emphasis on moral values: study

Parents in Palaine Township Dist. 


15 say they are generally satisfied 
with the education their children are 
receiving, but they say more emphasis 
is needed on moral values and basic 
skills. 


A survey of 205 parents and 40 staff 


members conducted last November 
found that respondents believe im- 
provement is most needed in teaching 
students language skills and reading; 
respect for other people, for authority 
and for property: good study habits 
and self-motivation. 


Improvement also is needed in 


teaching students to reason and solve 
problems; to become responsible self- 
disciplined individuals; and to develop 
a positive attitude toward school and 
learning, respondents said. 


RESPONDENTS BELIEVE the dis- 


trict already is doing at least moder- 
ately well in these areas, but they 
said even more should be done, ac- 
cording to the survey results, which 
were presented to the Dist. 15 Board 
of Education Wednesday. 


The district received its lowest rat- 


ing in instilling in students a respect 
for others. In a field of 23 goals, par- 
ents ranked this eighth from the top 
in what schools should be doing, but 
last in what they think Dist. 15 schools 
are doing. 


Plans are being drawn for improv- 


ing areas cited as needing most atten- 
tion and are scheduled to be com- 
pleted by the end of the 1978-79 school 
year. 


The suggested plan for developing 


respect for others in students calls for 
more cooperative activities in the 
classroom and more teacher training 
activities focusing on human rela- 
tions. 


"Most people think we should be 


doing everything, so there's no clear 
cut basis for priorities," Lorita Lang- 
ley, assistant superintendent for spe- 
cial services, said, "The responses are 
a testimonial to the fact that they (re- 
spondents) thought rhe goals are im- 
portant."

Consumers and businessmen will 


not be financially hurt by the $50 tax 
rebate plan scrapped Thursday by 
President Carter, say area econo- 
mists, 
stockbrokers,

"It's a move for the better," said 


Robert Genetski, economist for Harris 
Bank, Chicago. "The rebate would 
have been a very small difference." 


The rebate plan as a stimulus for 


the U.S. economy "doesn't make 
sense," Genetski said, 


CARTER ANNOUNCED Thursday 


that political and economic consid- 
erations prompted him not to seek the 
$50 per person rebate plan in Con- 
gress. Carter said he also was with- 
drawing his request for a $2.5 billion 
investment tax credit. 


One step the President could take to 


boost the economy would be a cutback 
In the growth of the nation's money 
supply, the Harris economist said. 
This could make a big difference in 
the cost of living in two years, he 
said. 


Genetski said Carter's economic 


talk today will probably include "win- 
dow dressing" such as productivity 
and government deregulation pro- 
grams. 


"I never put a lot of stock into it," 


said Buffalo Grove National Bank 
president Michael Speziale of the re- 
bate proposal. "As a banker, I don't 
think it would have much impact."

The Dow 
Jones average Thursday closed at 947, 
an 8.82 point gain from Wednesday's 
figure. 


James Lutz, executive vice presi- 


dent of merchandising for the Chi- 
cago-based Montgomery Ward retail 
chain, said Thursday that consumers 
will not be hurt by the rebate plan's 
demise. "We expect it will have no 
effect on retail sales," he said. 


President Carter, admitting politi- 


cal considerations were also a factor, 
withdrew his $50 tax rebate proposal 
Thursday on grounds the improving 
economy no longer needs the stimu- 
lus. In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides. 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of a political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off because I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday. 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor in his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves .consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package.

pital in the area,1' said the 71-year-old 
retiree. "And each time it costs you 
money. Insurance doesn't pay for ev- 
erything." 


Haske and his wife May live on So- 


cial Security. They say they really 
could have used the $50 tax rebate 
President Carter was expected to give 
then decided not to grant. 


"I THINK IT was very poor of him 


to do that," Haske sdd. 


Besides having to spend their own 


money for specialises and hospitals, 
the Haskes pay a great deal for medi- 
cine. "He takes nine pills a day," 
Mrs. Haske said. 


But the Haskes, like many of their 


neighbors in the Village Grove Apart- 
ments for the elderly, are not angry 
or bitter because Carter changed his 
mind. 


"He can't do everything he wants 


to," Mrs. Haske said. "He has to 
work with the Senate and the Con- 
gress." 


"You have to give the man a 


chance," said Haske, who voted for 
Ford.

EDITH A. REGAN, 68, says she is 


not at all disappointed with Carter's 
decision. "Oh, no, I don't feel bad 
about it. Fifty dollars — what can you 
do with that?" 


Mrs. Reganj a widow of 10 years, 


lives with her twin sister at Village 
Grove. They live on Social Security 
"and a little interest from the bank." 
They pay $185 a month for rent and 
most of the rest goes toward the 
phone bill, electricity and Mrs. Re- 
gan's car. ".We have very little left 
over for amusements,'' she said. 


But Mrs. Regan feels the money 


could go to better use. "Fifty dollars 
is not a lot of money, but if you put it 
all together it is, and you could do 
something for the unemployed and the 
young people," she said. 


Some people really need the $50, she 


said, but not her or her sister.

^Emphasis 
needed 
on morals'

Parents in Palaine Township Dist. 


15 say they are generally satisfied 
with the education their children are 
receiving, but they say more emphasis 
is needed on moral values and basic 
skills. 


A survey of 205 parents and 40 staff 


members conducted last November 
found that respondents believe im- 
provement is most needed in teaching 
students language skills and reading; 
respect for other people, for authority 
and for property; good study habits 
and self-motivation. 


Improvement 
also is needed in 


teaching students to reason and solve 
problems; to become responsible self- 
disciplined individuals; and to develop 
a positive attitude toward school and 
learning, respondents said. 


RESPONDENTS BELIEVE the dis- 


trict already is doing at least moder- 
ately well in these areas, but they 
said even more should be done, ac- 
cording to the survey results, which 
were presented to the Dist. 15 Board 
of Education Wednesday. 


The district received its lowest rat- 


ing in instilling in students a respect 
for others. In a field of 23 goals, par- 
ents ranked this eighth from the top 
in what schools should be doing, but 
last in what they think Dist. 15 schools 
are doing. 


Plans are being drawn for improv- 


ing areas cited as needing most atten- 
tion and are scheduled to be com- 
pleted by the end of the 1978-79 school 
year. 
. The suggested plan for developing 
respect for others in students calls for 
more cooperative activities in the 
classroom and more teacher training 
activities focusing on human rela- 
tions. 


"Most people think we should be 


doing everything, so there's no clear 
cut basis for priorities," Lorita Lang- 
ley, assistant superintendent for spe- 
cial services, said. "The responses are 
a testimonial to the fact that they (re- 
spondents) thought the goals are im- 
portant." 


THE NEEDS ASSESSMENT survey 


was designed and administered by a 
committee of 17 Dist. 15 parents and 
nine staff members appointed by the 
school board in the fall of 1975. 


Called the program 
improvement 


plan steering committee, the group 
used a questionnaire to come up with 
23 district goals and then adminis- 
tered a second survey to find out how 
important parents and staff 
think 


these goals are and how well they 
think they are being met. 


"It gives us direction as to what we 


shoud be working on," Mrs. Langley 
said.

Park Director Fred P. Hail said he 


could not predict whether the slightly 
increased budget would raise park 
district taxes. The current tax levy is 
about 44 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. 


HALL SAID quadrennial tax assess- 


ments completed this year and adjust- 
ments by the Illinois Dept. of Local 
Government Affairs make it impos- 
sible to predict until late June or July 
how the tax rate will be affected. 


Hall has earmarked $15,200 for park

$50 rebate loss 
6is for the better'

Consumers and businessmen will 


not be financially hurt by the $50 tax 
rebate plan scrapped Thursday by 
President Carter, say area econo- 
mists, stockbrokers, bankers and 
retailers. 


"It's a move for the better," said 


Robert Genetski, economist for Harris 
Bank, Chicago. "The rebate would 
have been a very small difference." 


The rebate plan as a stimulus for 


the U.S. economy "doesn't make 
sense," Genetski said. 


CARTER ANNOUNCED Thursday 


that political and economic consid- 
erations prompted him not to seek the 
350 per person rebate plan in Con- 
gress. Carter said he also was with- 
drawing his request for a $2.5 billion 
investment tax credit. 


One step the President could take to 


boost the economy would be a cutback 
in the growth of the nation's money 
supply, the Harris economist said. 
This could make a big difference in 
the cost of living in two years, he 
said. 


Genetski said Carter's economic 


talk today will probably include "win- 
dow dressing" such as productivity 
and government deregulation pro- 
grams. 


"I never put a lot of stock into it," 


said Buffalo Grove National Bank 
president Michael Speziale of the re- 
bate proposal. "As a banker, I don't 
think it would have much impact."

demise. "We expect it will have no 
effect on retail sales," he said. 


President Carter, admitting politi- 


cal considerations were also a factor, 
withdrew his $50 tax rebate proposal 
Thursday on grounds the improving 
economy no longer needs the stimu- 
lus. In an appearance in the White 
House press room, Carter personally 
announced the decision that followed 
two days of closed meetings with his 
economic, political and congressional 
aides. 


"I'VE BEEN accused of a lot of 


things," Carter said. "I don't believe 
anyone has ever accused me of being 
afraid of a political fight or of being 
too quick to compromise. I did not 
back off because I feared political de- 
feat." 


Carter said that last December, 


when he and the Democratic congres- 
sional leadership hammered out the 
two-year, $31 billion economic stimu- 
lus package, the rebate proposal was 
justified because "unemployment was 
8 per cent, the economy was dormant, 
to say the least, and inflationary pres- 
sures were not as great as they are 
now." 


He then cited the reduction in 


unemployment, the increase in in- 
flationary pressures and the prospec- 
tive impact of his energy package to 
be announced next week as reasons 
for dropping the rebate. 


Congressional reaction was general- 


ly favorable. Rep. Henry Reuss, 
D-Wis., called the move "a reprieve, 
not a retreat," and other Democrats 
said the rebate plan could be revived 
if the economic picture changes. 


THE HOUSE had already passed 


the rebate proposal. It had cleared a 
Senate committee was to be debated 
on the floor Monday. 


Carter said the single most impor- 


tant factor in his decision to drop the 
rebate was an unexpected increase in 
retail sales. He said the increase 
proves consumer confidence is up — 
one of his objectives last December. 


The rebate, which was to go to al- 


most every American at a cost of $11 
billion, was a central part of his over- 
all economic stimulus package.

Besides having to spend their own 


money for specialists and hospitals, 
the Haskes pay a great deal for medi- 
cine.

ments that we have are important," 
Mrs. Krause said, "in order to find 
out if anyone has any possible conflict 
of interest."

a gravedigger, are handled by the 
morticians and family. 


The village also faces a serious 


problem in maintaining the historical 
cemetery, which has gravestones dat- 
ing back to 1839. 


"State law provides that we can't 


use the $10,000 turned over to the vil- 
lage. All we can use is the interest 
earned and that must go for maintain- 
ing the graves. We have no funds for 
improvements like a fence," he said. 


THE $10,000 WAS turned over to the 


village by the Wheeling Cemetery 
Assn., which owned the property until 
1974. The association said it couid no 
longer afford to care for the property 
and asked the village to preserve it as 
a village landmark. Last year, the vil- 
lage budgeted about $2,400 for mainte- 
nance. 


Only a few plots remain in the 


graveyard and any sales go to main- 
tain the property. 


Markus said with the tight financial 


situation, "It's difficult for us to put a 
fence around it unless we get some 
company to donate it." 


"The irony is that it's more difficult 


to maintain without the fence. We
